The  Lucknow  Uaif.ed  Missionary  Conference  views  with  con- 
cern the  increasintj  number  of  cases  which  have  come  to  the 
notice  of  its  members  in  which  unwor  hy  workers,  dismissed 
from  one  mission,  easily  find  enoployment  in  other  missions.  In 
its  opinion  this  is  due  to  the  following  :  - 

1.  The  failure  of  the  employer  to  carefully  investigate  the  past  record  of  the 
applicant. 

2.  The  tendency  on  the  part  of  missionaries  when  giving  certificates  of  dis- 
missal, to  mak-  no  mention  of  the  c-sential  points  of  diisat:Sfaction  in  ihe  charac- 
ter and  work  of  t'le  one  disrulssed. 

H.   The  ease  with  which  dismissed  workers  can  cover  their  past  records. 

This  Conft-i  enco  ventures  to  bring  this  important  matter  to  th^-  atten  i^  n  of  the 
various  Missionary  Societies  operating  in  this  language-area,  with  tne  hope  that 
through  co-oper;ition  some  plans  may  be  devised  wher  by  unworthy  workers  dis- 
missed from  one  Mission  m.ay  not  hi  employed  in  another  Mission. 

It  is  recommended  hac  each  Missionary  Society,  operating  in  this  language- 
area  appoint  a  representative  to  meet  jointly  ard  to  consider  this  matter.

J,  Messmore  presented  the  following  resolution,  which,  on 
mo^^ion  of  Wm.  Peters,  was  adopted  by  a  rising  vote  :  - 

At  this,  the  first  session  of  tlie  Novth  India  Conference  following  the  retire- 
ment of  Bishop  Thohurn,  it  is  iUtin;_r  for  us  to  plac;:;  upon  record  a  statement  of 
Bishop  Thohurn"s  uniciue  relation  to  the  Conferenc;?  and  of  our  appreciation  of  his 
services  and  of  our  affect  ion  for  him  as  a  beloved  brother  and  fellow-worlcer  in  the 
evan^'elization  of  India  :— 

1.  He  was  appointed  missionary  to  India  in  April,  1859,  and  had  completed 
forty-nine  years  of  service  on  hi-  retirement  in  May,  1908. 

2.  He  v>as  one  of  the  Charter  members  of  the  India  Mi.ssion  Conference,  the 
first  Confe-  ence  or^'anized  in  Asia. 

3.  Durin^r  the  three  decades  which  preceded  his  election  as  Bishop  he  exerted 
a  controUinf;  influence  over  the  plans  and  activities  of  this  Conference  as  well  as 
the  whole  work  of  the  Church  in  India.  And  for  some  years  before  his  ofrtcial 
appointment  as  Superintendent  he  had  been  in  fact  doin  the  work  of  Superintend- 
ent and  K'eneral  evangelist  in  many  and  distant  parts  of  Southern  As;a. 

4.  He  was  for  twelve  years  sole  Missionary  Bishop  of  Southern  Asia;  and  at 
the  time  of  his  retirement  had  completed  twenty  year.s  of  service  in  this  honoi'ed 
and  responsible  office. 

5.  His  work  in  India  and  America  as  Missionary  and  as  Missionary  Bishop 
was  characterized  by  such  (lualities  as  won  the  confidence  and  affection  of  all 
classes  of  the  c  mmunity.  His  unselfish,  earnest  Christian  life,  his  intense  devo- 
tion to  his  Lord  and  Master  and  to  the  cause  of  India's  evangelization,  his  hopeful, 
indomitable  courajjre  and  enthusiasm,  his  evident  possession  of  the  '"enduement 
of  power  from  on  high  "  made  him  the  dominant  pei'sonality  among  the  servants 
of  the  church  in  Southern  Asia. 

6.  While  we  rejrret  that  the  infirmities  of  age  have  compelled  him  to  lay 
down  the  burden  of  official  responsibilities,  we  rejoice  that  we  still  have  a  share  in 
his  love  and  in  his  thoughts  and  prayers.  We  thank  God  for  the  example  of  his 
devoted  life,  and  pray  that  the  memory  of  this  great  missionary  may  for  many 
years  be  an  insriration  and  encouragement  to  those  who  may  be  privileged  t  take 
up  and  carry  on  the  great  work  which  Bishop  Thoburn  had  so  large  a  part  in  com- 
mencing. 

Vote  of  Tlianks. 

Oq  motion  of  S  B.  Pinch,  a  vote  of  thanks  was  extended  to 
the  O  and  LI.  Uailway  for  special  concessions  accorded  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Conference  and  to  J.  W.  Robinson  for  arranging  for 
the  same.

Ganga  Nath  presented  the  following  resolution,  which  was 
adopted  by  a  rising  vote  of  the  Hindustani  members  of  the  Con- 
ference :  — 

1 .  That  we  the  Indian  ministers  of  the  North  India  Conference  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  deem  it  our  duty  to  express  our  views  concerning  the  present 
unrest  and  wave  of  sedition  that  has  been  passing  over  India.  We  look  with 
abhorrence  at  the  outrages  and  deeds  of  violence,  which  have  been  recently  per- 
petrated in  some  parts  of  the  country  and  emphatically  condemn  every  act  and 
tendency  calculated  to  produce  disaffection  against  our  benign  Government  and 
estrangement  between  it  and  people.  We  recognise  that  the  Government  in  its 
exercise  of  authority  in  the  land  has  transformed  India  from  a  place  of  oppression 
and  constant  warfare  into  a  peaceful  and  prosperous  country. 

2.  That,  we  beg  to  assure  the  Government,  that  while  engaged  in  our  regular 
work  of  delivering  the  message  of  Christ,  we  shall  impress  on  the  peoples  of  India, 
that  for  the  social,  moral  and  intellectual  advancement  of  India,  the  present  is  the 
l)est  system  of  Government. 

3.  That,  we  beg  to  assure  the  Govei*nment  of  our  hearty  and  loyal  support  to 
every  mo  A  ement  inaugurated  for  the  advancement  of  our  country.  We  also  beg 
to  assure  the  Government  that  Indian  Christians  are  all  most  loyal  subjects,  and 
ever  willing  to  serve  the  Government  in -any  way  it  may  deem  fit  to  use  them.

Reports  of  Committees. 


The  State  of  the  Church. 

Your  Committee  on  the  state  of  the  Cburch  beg  to  submit  the  following 
report  :  — 

Realizing  huw  hard  it.  is  to  arrive  at  a  true  estimate  of  the  state  of  the 
58,071  Christians  within  the  bounds  of  this  North  India  Conference,  we  have, 
by  careful  enquiry  from  all  the  District  Superintendents  and  constant  refer- 
ence to  the  statistics  for  1908,  tried  to  represent,  as  nearly  as  possible,  the 
condition  of  things  as  tiiey  obtain. 

The  Christian  Community. 

It  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  that  the  Church,  through  the  ex- 
ceedingly hard  year  that  Iims  been  passed,  has  been  on  the  increase  numeric- 
ally, and  we  are  able  to  report  a  net  increase  of  1.783  over  last  year.  The 
22,437  probationers  that  we  had  at  tlie  lirst  of  the  year  gave  irom  their 
number  a  not  increase  of  only  445  to  the  full  membership-roll.  This  fact  is 
sigiiiticant  and  points  out  a  held  of  work  for  the.  leaders  of  the  Church, 
together  with  all  the  workers,  that  should  tho  subject  of  earnest  ar;d  prayer- 
ful effort  in  order  that  this  great  army  of  prohationors  l  e  prepared,  if 
possible,  for  full  membership.  They  represent  at  the  present  lime  almost 
half  of  our  Christian  community,  and  it  is  no  new  problem  for  us  to  consider 
the  disposition  of  them,  but  until  the  problem  is  solved,  we  will  continue  to 
reap  the  injurious  results  consequent  upon  this  critical  condition  of  our 
community,  it  may  be,  that  we  are  so  busy  expanding  our  work  that  we 
have  not  given  this  matter  more  attention,  but  that  is  a  dangerous  method 
of  progress  for  the  Church  that  embraces  large  numbers  of  this  class  and 
does  not  further  prepare  them  for  the  full  realization  cf  what  is  potsible  in 
Christ  We  do  not  mean  to  say  that  work  is  not  being  faithfully  done  among 
this  great  mass  of  probationers,  but  if  our  band  of  1,754  workers  in  this  Con- 
ference should  make  a  greater  effort,  there  is  no  doubt  but  that  some  way 
would  be  shown  out  of  this  difiicult  position,  in  those  districts  where  the 
work  is  the  result  of  the  mass-movement,  this  work  is  hardest  and  also 
most  essential.  It  is  the  opinion  of  the  Committee  that  our  success  as  a 
progressive  evangelistic  body  depends  largely  on  our  ability  to  cope  with 
this  ditiiculty  and  thus  be  able  to  present  to  the  millions  in  heathenism  a 
Church  in  which  there  is  no  spot  or  blemish,  so  far  as  that  is  a  possible 
condition. 

The  number  of  baptisms  of  the  year,  4,412,  while  slightly  less  than  last 
year,  is  sufficient  to  encourage  us  all  and  is  an  evidence  of  an  aggressive 
evangelism  that  speaks  well  for  the  vitality  of  our  Church.  In  answer  to 
a  question  concerning  the  number  of  castes  that  have  given  one  or  more 
converts  to  the  Church  during  the  year,  it  is  found  that  we  havfi  had  asses- 
sions  from  more  than  twenty-five  different  castes.  These  figures  are  signi- 
ficant in  that  they  tell  of  the  work  broadening  out  into  all  castes,  and  that 
the  old  criticism  is  not  now  true  that  we  confine  our  work  and  efforts  to  the 
lower  castes  aione.  The  solid  wall  of  high  castes  has  been  stormed  and 
breaches  have  been  made  which  give  the  Church  the  opportunity  to  carry  the 
fight  into  all  the  sti'ongholds  of  the  powers  of  heathenism  and  darkness. 

Public  Worship. 

It  is  worthy  of  our  attention  to  notice  the  customs  of  this  great  Christian 
community  in  regard  to  their  attendance  upon  the  means  of  grace  as  offered 
in  our  public  services.  In  answer  to  a  question  put  with  this  end  in  view, 
it  is  found  that  from  10  to  85  per  cent,  of  our  Christians  regularly  attend 
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public  services.  This  difference  is  in  some  degree  accounted  for  by  the 
varying  conditions  and  customs  of  the  people.  As  an  explanation  of  the 
percentage  not  being  higher,  such  things  were  pointed  out  as  .  .  .  lack  of 
teachers  and  preachers  .  .  .  lack  of  churches  .  .  .  lack  of  opportunity  .  .  -  lack 
of  interest  ...  lack  of  appointment,  time  of  service  ...  lack  of  spiritual 
hunger. 

Sabbath  Observance. 

Closely  linked  to  the  thought  and  practice  of  public  worship  is  the 
observance  of  the  Lord's  day.  From  replies  regarding  this  day  as  a  day  of 
rest  and  as  a  means  of  grace,  it  is  seen  tbat  it  is  pretty  well  observed  in  the 
cities,  but  the  custom  has  not  as  yet  gotten  hold  of  the  people  of  the  vil- 
lages. Several  have  pointed  that  there  is  an  increase  in  the  observance  of 
this  day  as  a  whole. 

The  Lord's  Supper. 

In  answer  to  a  question  as  to  the  number  of  those  who  partake  of  the 
Lord's  Supper  at  least  once  a  year,  the  replies  that  from  less  than  20  per  cent, 
to  80  per  cent,  of  our  Christians  commune.  This  points  out  the  need  of 
our  making  more  prominent  this  rite  which  has  been  such  a  means  of  grace 
to  the  Church  sin_'e  the  time  of  our  Lord.  It  is  difficult  in  the  villages,  yet 
we  owe  it  to  all  these  people  to  make  it  possible  to  partake  at  least  once  a 
year  of  this  Supper,  and  to  teach  the  meaning  of  which  makes  it  so  precious 
to  all  believers. 

Marriage. 

A  very  strong  test  as  to  the  extent  our  faith  has  taken  hold  on  our 
people  is  to  observe  how  it  has  effected  social  life  and  relations.  Until  the 
old  gives  way  to  the  new,  or  becomes  Christianized,  we  should  in  nowise  be 
satisfied  with  the  results.  In  regard  to  marriages  performed  according  to 
Christian  rites,  we  receive  the  information  that  from  as  low  as  331/i  per 
cent,  in  some  places  to  100  per  cent  in  others  we  are  getting  our  people  to 
observe  the  Christian  rite.  This  is  a  report  that  should  justly  bring  us  much 
satisfaction,  coupled  with  the  hope  that  in  the  near  future  we  shall  be  able 
to  see  all  our  people  following  this  custom.  No  relaxation  of  effort  can  be 
made,  however,  if  we  are  to  see  this  desired  condition,  but,  on  the  other 
hand,  a  very  special  campaign  in  this  matter  will  have  to  be  instituted  and 
carried  out  in  the  places  that  now  show  so  low  a  percentage  It  appears 
that  the  real  difficulty  is  in  the  age-limit  as  prescribed  by  law,  together 
with  the  influence  of  non-Christian  relatives  That  in  several  of  our 
districts  we  have  been  so  successful  ought  to  be  a  matter  of  great  encourage- 
ment to  all.  The  most  difficult  places  are  those  where  the  mass-movement 
has  at  some  t'me  prevailed  On  the  whole,  however,  the  percentage  of 
Christian  marriages  is  increasing  in  such  places  There  is  a  custom,  which 
most  of  the  districts  report  to  be  more  or  less  in  evidence  among  kachha  " 
Christians -the  virtually  buying  of  a  girl  for  purposes  of  marriage.  It  is  not 
called  such,  but  it  amounts  to  the  same  thing--  money  is  paid  on  some  pretext 
or  other,  and  the  woman  is  taken.  This  pernicious  custom  should  be  elimin- 
ated as  soon  as  possible,  and  this  can  be  done  only  by  closest  observance, 
and  by  teaching  the  sin  of  such  procedure. 

Divorces. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "Are  laws  of  divorce  properly  observed  in 
case  of  separation  ?"  the  almost  unanimous  reply  comes  that  it  is  not,  and 
the  reason  given  is  that  it  Is  too  e'xpensive.  Among  the  non-Christians  the 
power  of  giving  divorce  is  in  the  hands  of  the  husband  or  of  a  punchnyat, 
but  it  takes  litigation  of  a  serious  character  for  those  that  have  become 
Christians.  The  law  ought  to  be  more  strict  than  it  is  for  the  heathen, 
and  less  extracting  and  expensive  than  it  is  now  for  the  Christians.  A 
representation  of  this  matter  to  Government  might  assist  to  adjust  it  more 
satisfactorily  than  at  present. 

Burials. 

From  the  returns  it  appears  that  we  are  conducting  the  burial  services 
of  from  50  per  cent,  of  all  that  die  in  our  Christian  community.  The  number 
not  being  100  per  cent  is  accounted  for  by  the  fact  of  the  often  great 
distances  of  our  Christian  workers  from  the  people  and  by  the  rule  of  burial 
on  the  same  day  in  which  the  death  occurred.  In  this,  too,  we  are  gaining  in 
percentage,  and  the  preachers'  and  teachers'  help  is  being  more  and  more 
sought.  Nevertheless  there  are  some  places  that  yet  need  to  have  very 
thorough  work  done  in  getting  this  custom  observed.    Among  those  that 
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have  come  to  us  from  the  Lai  Bagh  clas^,  there  is  a  custom  that  is  too  often 
observed,  though  it  seeaos  that  this  too  is  getting  less  in  most  places—it  is 
what  is  called  the  "gam  khdna."  No  efforts  to  get  the  last  vestiges 
of  this  custom  eradicated  should  be  spared.  The  question  was  asked 
regarding  any  old  heathen  customs  that  yet  were  in  our  midst  and  the  reply 
showed  the  above-mentioned  ones  relative  to  marriages  and  burials,  and 
where  all  are  not  Christians  a  few  remaining  tlians.  The  replies  showed 
also  that  all  these  troubles  originate  from  the  "  kachha"  Christians.  This 
indicates  the  ueed  of  concentrating  our  labours  on  this  special  class  in  order 
that  they  may  be  entirely  freed  from  all  the  bonds  of  heathenism. 

Festivals. 

It  is  evident  that  the  people  of  India  are  particularly  given  to  the  observ- 
ance of  festivals.  These  festivals  have  a  more  or  1 -"ss  direct  religious  teach- 
ing and  significance,  which  excludes  the  Christian  from  participating  in 
them.  We  as  a  Church  should  give  our  people  something  that  would  take 
the  place  of  these  festivals  and  thus  sitisty  natural  desire  for  this  sort  of 
thing.  In  all  the  larger  places,  at  the  present  time,  we  are  observing 
Christmas.  East^^r  is  also  coming  into  more  prominence  though  to  a  less 
extent.  In  the  villages  we  have  not  as  yet  made  such  progress  in  having 
either  of  these  observed,  but  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  reason  is  that  it  has 
not  been  sufificiently  emphasized.  We  will  not  be  able  to  properly  control  our 
people  until  we  give  them  something  essentially  Christian  in  the  place  of  the 
heathen  festivals  To  be  successful,  this  should  be  done  after  the  most  care- 
ful consideration  of  the  entire  subject  by  some  Committee  competent  lo 
handle  the  matter.  We  are  informed  that  this  matter  was  once  referred  to  a 
Committee,  which  never  reported.  We  have  in  a  way  appropriated  the 
Dasehra  as  a  time  for  special  services,  but  this  seems  to  appeal  otjly  to  the 
educated  classes.  Several  of  our  most  prominent  ministers  are  at  the  pres- 
ent time  agitating  the  matter  and  the  time  seems  ripe  for  definite  action. 

Self-Support. 

In  order  to  ascertain  whether  the  present  method  of  self-support  is  the 
best  possible,  the  question  was  asked,  "  Are  the  present  methods  of  self- 
support  popular  and  satisfactory  ?"  The  answers  to  this  were  about  equally 
divided  between  the  negative  and  the  afifirmative.  We  have  at  the  present 
time  about  ten  large  churches  that  are  fully  supporting  their  pastors,  but 
these  are  only  in  the  large  cities.  In  all  the  districts- we  have  small-sala- 
ried men  whose  support  is  taken  from  the  Pastors'  fund  and  the  Village  col- 
lections ;  these  would  average  in  most  districts  about  one  to  each  circuit. 
Considering  things  from  this  standpoint,  we  have  made  quite  an  advance 
in  the  line  of  support.  The  amount  of  ministerial  support  raised  in  the  last 
year  is  Rs  9,791,  and  if  we  should  count  in  the  benevolent  collections  as  a 
"further  indication  as  to  how  the  Church  is  giving,  we  get  the  total  of 
Rs.  20,588.  If  the  people  had  a  heart  to  give,  this  amount  realizf  d  is  compara- 
tively small,  but  the  idea  that  the  money  goes  to  the  Mission  (which  is  sup- 
posed by  the  ignorant  to  possess  the  wealth  of  the  world)  to  support  a  man  in 
their  midst,  it  never  enters  their  minds  that  he  would  be  dismissed  if  they 
should  discontinue  their  contributions  In  other  words,  the  present  method 
lays  itself  open  to  the  criticism  that  it  does  not  put  on  the  hearts  of  the 
people  the  responsibility  of  the  work,  as  has  been  the  case  in  most  of  the 
fields  where  the  Church  has  become  invincible  in  itsmarch  to  victory.  Self- 
support  spells  self-sacrifice,  not  only  for  the  leaders  but  for  the  rank  and  file 
of  the  Church.  We  want  Christian  communities  that  will  take  a  pastor  and 
give  him  his  support,  and  we  want  to  have  well  educated  young  men  to  come 
forward  and  offer  themselves  to  the  Master,  not  demanding  a  salary  as  in  Gov- 
ernment service,  but  taking  what  God  through  His  people  will  send  in  return 
for  consecrated  service.  No  such  person  will  come  to  need,  for  God  in  India 
is  well  able  to  care  for  those  that  leave  all  to  follow  Him  into  the  dense 
masses  of  the  land  that  they  may  be  brought  to  a  knowledge  of  Himself. 
The  present  conditions  in  other  countries  are  the  result  of  deep  consecra- 
tions, hardship,  sacrifice,  and  in  many  cases  the  giving  of  life  itself.  The 
blood  of  martyrs  is  the  seed  of  the  Church.  The  Christian  young  men  that 
are  working  in  olJices  in  various  places  in  the  limits  of  the  Conference  are  in 
many  instances  of  great  value  to  the  progress  of  the  work,  but  there  is  a 
lack  in  many  instances  of  a  desire  to  greatly  assist  in  Mission  work  either  by 
personal  influence  or  money,  to  the  extent  desirable.  The  laymen's  move- 
ment has  here  a  large  and  increasing  field  for  their  attention  that  is  sure 
to  yield  abundant  results  if  wisely  managed. 
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Revival . 

During  the  year  of  1908  as  a  result  of  consecrated  effort  of  all  India  the 
month  of  November  was  set  aside  as  a  special  time  for  holdinff  a  revival 
throughout  our  work.  Thi.s  was  a  new  movement,  and  the  results  of  that 
one  month's  work  seem  to  justify  the  establishing  of  such  a  custom  for  the 
future.  The  month  of  special  services  came  when  it  was  exceedingly 
difficult  to  institute  sucli  meetings,  owing  to  famine  conditions,  and  an 
unusual  amount  of  sickness  which  afftcted  botli  the  workers  and  the  people. 
In  all  the  large  centres  special  and  continued  meetings  were  held  and  among 
the  villages  ivarious  plans  were  made  for  the  holding  of  services,  which 
introduced  a  new  method  of  getting  our  villagers  into  line  with  the  spirit  of 
the  Church.  Suffice  it  to  say,  suclti  reports  from  nil  quarters  come  regarding 
blessings  received,  as  to  gladden  the  hearts  of  all  that  are  praying  and 
working  for  the  victory  of  Christ  in  India.  The  reports  come  from  both  of 
the  large  boarding  schools  of  the  Conference  that  the  present  condition  of 
the  boarders  is  on  a  much  higher  level  than  it  has  been.  In  the  reports 
of  the  var  ous  District  Superintendents  we  get  as  evidences  of  increased 
spiritual  life  expressions  as,  increased  attendance  in  special  meetings.  Less 
disposition  to  hide  the  fact  of  being  a  Cnristian,  less  expectation  of  Mission 
lielp,  going  long  distances  to  services,  tlie  better  observance  of  Christian 
rites,  and  an  appreciation  of  the  spiritual  life  and  blessings,  a  larger 
number  who  do  Christian  w.)rk  witliout  pay,  better  collections,  desire  for 
Christian  teaching,  decrease  of  idolatry,  better  ob  servance  of  Sabbath,  etc, 
From  these  indications  it  appears  that  we  are  as  a  Church  increasing  in 
spiritual  life  and  activity  ;  yet  there  is  great  need  that  in  these  matters 
there  be  a  widespread  and  gener.il  advance  into  the  secret  places  of  the  .Most 
Bigh,  which  shall  be  the  signal  of  a  sweeping  victory  through  the  whole  land 
and  among  all  classes. 

Primary  Education. 

It  is  worth  while  to  glance  at  this  important  subject,  since  it  bears  such 
vital  relation  to  the  life  and  progress  of  the  Church.  Judging  from  the 
replies  that  have  come  in  answer  to  various  questions  on  this  subject,  it 
appears  that  for  lack  of  funds,  and  also  of  men,  this  department  of  our  work 
is  not  keeping  in  step  with  the  progress  of  the  times  In  the  larger  cities  the 
work  is  kept  at  a  very  efficient  standard,  but  in  the  villages  there  is  a  lack  of 
the  proper  prosecution  of  this  work,  which  is  a  very  serious  matter  for  the 
young  boys  and  girls.  This  subject  presents  great  difficulties  to  its  successful 
working  out,  but  we  mu.«;t  seriously  meet  t*iem  all  if  we  are  to  properly  work 
among  tlie  villages.  In  most  of  the  districts  there  is  a  very  large  number 
of  young  people  eager  and  ready  for  school  privileges.  One  says  that  he 
could  easily  quadruple  tiie  [.  resent  number  of  pupils,  if  proper  assistance 
were  given.  It  is  an  encouraging  feature  of  our  work  that  we  are  enlarging 
our  boarding  schools  and  plans  for  these  young  people.  Thes-^  are  the  men 
and  women  of  the  Church  of  to-moirow;  let  us  prepare  them  for  thtir 
responsibility. 

It  remains  to  say  a  very  few  words  about  the  famine.  It  has  had  a  very 
serious  effect  on  our  work,  creating  many  difficult  and  strange  conditions  foV 
the  worker.  In  severa !  districts  it  has  been  of  a  very  severe  nature.  The 
story  of  tlie  suffering  and  hunger  of  the  people  and  often  resulting  sickness 
and  death  is  not  easily  told.  The  help  afforded  by  our  liberal  Government, 
and  the  private  funds  from  the  friends  of  other  lands  have  done  much  to 
alleviate  the  distress,  but  the  debt  and  poverty  of  the  masses  is  a  matter 
that  can  only  adjust  itself  by  the  passing  of  years  of  plentiful  crops. 

In  conclusion,  let  us  thank  Gcd  and  take  courage  for  the  Loid  of  Hosts 
is  with  us.  the  God  of  Jacob  is  our  refuge.

Visitors  to  Bareilly  Theological  Seminary. 

Your  appointees  did  not  find  it  possible  to  visit  the  Seminary  at  a  time 
when  the  regular  work  of  the  school  could  be  seen  to  best  advantage,  but 
from  inquiry  and  from  results  that  were  apparentduring  the  closing  exercises, 
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when  the  school  was  visited,  we  are  convinced  that  the  tuitional  work  of 
the  year  has  been  exceptionally  good.  The  efforts  of  the  faculty  to  reach 
and  maintain  a  higher  standard  in  the  educational  qualifications  r'  ceived  is 
bearing  fruit, 

The  registration  of  students  during  the  year  has  been  eighty-eight,  the 
highest  number  yet  attained,  and  the  graduating  class  numbered  twenty- 
three.  It  is  a  matter  worthy  of  note  that  so  interested  were  the  young  men 
in  tlieir  studies  that,  in  spite  of  the  prevalence  of  sickness  among  them  a  part 
of  the  year,  attei  dance  upon  class  work  was  much  better  than  usual. 

In  addition  to  school  w  rk,  the  students  are  given  opportunities  of  learn- 
ing practical  work  in  many  ways.  This  year  a  band  of  the  students  attend- 
ed and  gave  splendid  help  in  the  Golagokrannath  mela,  while  in  numerous 
City  Sunday  schools  and  bazar-preaching  they  have  had  opportunity  of 
making  proof  of  their  mini-try. 

The  former  spiritual  standards  of  the  institution  are  not  only  being 
maintained  but  advanced  ground  tias  been  gained,  and,  as  a  rule,  the  students 
know  by  experi»^nce  more  of  the  work  of  grace  than  in  past  years. 

In  addition  to  the  regular  seminary  we  saw  something  of  the  work  of  the 
woman's  department  and  the  kindergarten  maintained  in  connection  with  it. 
These  naturally  grow  out  of  the  needs  of  the  work,  and  both  departments 
deserve  hearty  snpport.  The  principal  of  the  Seminary  and  all  his  co- 
workers are  to  be  congratulated  on  the  past  year  having  been  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  institution. 

We  have  only  words  of  praise  for  the  moral  and  spiritual  standards  main- 
tained and  for  the  excellent  tuitional  results  attained,  but  we  must  call 
attention  to  a  very  great  difficulty  under  which  the  school  labours  We  refer 
to  dormitory  accommodations.  Recent  gifts  have  made  possible  the  planning 
of  rooms  that  will  accommodate  the  unmarried  students  But  conditions 
are  such  th  .t  for  many  years  married  men  will  compose  the  bulk  of  the 
attendants.  The  present  quarters  are  already  overcrowded,  in  many  cases 
two  families  being  quartered  in  rooms  intended  for  a  single  family.  In 
addition  the  buildings  are  old  and  insanitary,  being  poorly  lighted  and  venti- 
lated, infested  with  noxious  vermin  and  largely  infected  with  disease  germs. 
Both  for  the  accommodation  of  the  increasing  number  of  students  and 
the  safety  and  health  (  f  those  at  present  admitted,  new  and  enlarged  accom- 
modations are  an  imperative  necessity.

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Deaconess  Board. 

The  Deaconess  Board  met  in  the  Girls'  School,  Moradabad,  January  7tb, 
1909.  The  characters  of  the  following  were  passed  and  their  licenses  renewed  : 
Miss  Hoge,  Miss  Scott.  Miss  Bardie,  Miss  Sheldon,  Miss  Ingram  and  Miss 
Brown,  Deaconesses;  Mrs  Tucker  and  Mrs.  Caroline  Richards,  Associate 
Deaconesses.  Dr.  Dease  was  nominated  for  President.  Miss  Houe  for  Sec- 
retary, Mrs.  Parker,  Miss  Ingram,  W.  R.  Brown,  H.  Adams,  and  M.  Stephen 
as  members. 

Visitors  to  the  Naini  Tal  Schools. 

Your  committee  visited  the  Philander  Smith  College  in  the  month  of 
June,  and  beg  to  submit  the  following  report  :  — 

The  committee  was  conducted  over  the  grounds  and  through  all  the 
buildings,  and  took  the  opportunity  to  be  present  in  the  classes  as  they  were 
being  taught.  The  enrolment  for  the  year  was  better  than  for  last  year, 
l)elng  132  The  class  work  seen  was  of  a  high  grade  and  the  Government  ex- 
aminations show  that  the  ones  sent  up  were  well  p^^epared  for  passing,  three 
receiving  scholaiships  and  ten  getting  honors  in  one  or  more  subjects.  The 
primary  department  was  of  special  interest,  being  so  conducted  as  to  interest 
as  well  as  instruct  the  small  children  entrusted  to  the  school.  The  moral  and 
spiritual  atmosphere  of  the  school  was  found  to  be  of  exceptional  grade,  as 
seen  at  all  time^  of  the  day,  both  in  class  and  on  the  playground.  Various 
meetings  are  held  by  members  of  the  staff  or  by  the  boys  and  occasionally  by 
visitors,  which  contribute  to  r,he  up  keep  of  this  condition  of  things. 

Special  attention  is  given  to  tlje  food  provided  for  the  boys  and  its  place 
of  preparation  was  found  to  be  exceptionally  clean  and  sanitary,  and  the  food 
wholesome  and  sufficient.  The  large  dining  hall  provides  good  and  ample 
room  for  meals  The  dormitories  were  found  to  be  neat  and  clean  and  well 
under  the  control  and  supervision  of  the  mastprs  Another  feature  is  the 
library  for  the  use  of  the  boys.  It  contains  a  choice  collection  of  books  and 
magazines  and  papers  well  suited  for  the  young.  Many  f)f  the  boys  avail 
themselves  of  the  opportunity  thus  afforded  for  pleasure  and  study.  A 
librarian  is  in  charge  and  methods  are  up  to  date.  A  paper  is  published. called 
the  "  College  Chronicle  "  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  editor  and  staff'. 
In  sports  the  college  takes  a  vigorous  part  with  the  other  schools  of  the 
station  and  has  come  off  well  in  the  year's  victories  and  defeats. 

The  general  health  of  the  school  has  been  exceptional  for  this  year  in 
Naini  Tal  and  reflects  great  credit  upon  the  tnethods  employed  for  the 
safe-guarding  of  the  lives  entrusted  to  the  school  management. 

Id  conclusion,  it  gives  us  great  pleasure  to  report  that  under  the  prayerful 
and  efiicient  management  of  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Hyde  the  school  with  its  staff  and 
management  is  in  a  high  state  of  efficiency  and  well  worthy  of  our  fullest 
confidence  and  praise.

Temperance  Report. 

SDme  one  has  said  that  every  reform  passes  through  three  stages  :  iirst, 
ridicule;  second,  opposition;  third,  victory.  The  temperance  cause  has 
gone  through  the  first  stage  and  now  it  is  meeting  a  steady,  hard  opposition. 
At  this  time  a  relaxing  or  weakening  of  our  endeavors  means  ruin  to  our  cause 
we  go  on  to  victory  or  back  to  ridicule.  Are  we  or  are  we  not  gaining 
ground  as  concerns  Temperance  among  our  people  ? 

Surely  a  tremendous  reaction  in  opinion  has  taken  place  lately  against, 
intemperance,  particularly  in  America  and  England  India,  we  are  glad  to 
say,  is  feeling  the  effect  of  this. 

In  answer  to  the  question,  "  Is  the  use  of  various  intoxicants  gaining 
or  losing  in  the  places  where  it  is  known  ?  "  sent  to  the  various  District  Su- 
perintendents, the  following  answers  were  given:  Kumaon  District,  "  Not 
gaining  ground.  Hill  Christians  practically  free  of  this  vice  "  Bijnor  District, 
"  The  use  of  intoxicants  is  becoming  less.  A  great  change  hus  occurred  In 
the  district  indicating  progress  in  Temperance.'"  Pilibhit  District,  Temper- 
ance is  gaining  in  our  district."   Oadh  District  :  "  I  fear  intemperance  is 
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gaining"  Biidaon  Dii^trict.  "There  is  a  very  great  de.-rcase  in  this." 
Moradabad  District,  ~' Not  gaining.  I  think  1  can  say,  losing  noticeably." 
Gonda  District,  "  Wo  have  very  little  troiible  from  this  ;  cigarettes  trouble 
us  more."  Bareilly- Hardo',  "  There  is  an  improvement  in  the  line  of  Temper- 
ance and  several  drunkards  have  been  saved."  Garhwal  District,  "No 
drinking  among  our  Christians." 

If  this  gives  us  a  true  state  of  our  cause  at  the  present  time,  surely  it  is 
just  cause  for  rejoicing.  With  one  notable  exception,  the  conditions  are 
becoming  better.  But  let  this  be  borne  in  mind  that  just  because  our  village 
Christians  and  our  boys  and  girls  in  the  schools  may  not  now  be  addicted  to 
this  vice  to  any  great  extent,  this  is  no  reason  for  letting  up  or  carelessness 
as  to  their  instruction  concerning  its  dire  effects.  As  European  manners  and 
customs  are  f  rcing  their  way  more  and  more  upon  the  people,  there  is  great 
danger  that  our  people  will  be  subjected  to  a  greater  strain  of  temptation  to 
adopt  this  vice,  which  may  well  be  called  a  European  vice.  The  fact  that 
this  practice  is  looked  upon  with  camplacency  and  even  patronage  by 
many  Europeans  is  liable  to  give  it  prestige  among  the  people.  This  is  our 
time  for  instructing  otir  people  concerning  temperance,  thus  ere  iting  a  strong 
prejudice  in  the'r  minds  against  this,  one  of  the  most,  if  not  the  most, 
unspeak!:ible  3Vils  that  threatens  India.

India  and  North-West  India  Conferences. 

This  is  a  band  of  our  College  and  School  young  men  who  during  the  recent, 
l-eVival  came  forward  of  their  own  accord,  but  moved  by  the  Holy  Sf)irit  and 
indicated  their  willingness  and  desire.  God  permitting,  to  join  the  Ministry 
after  finishing  their  education,  ihese  young  mt^n  were  organized  into  a 
fegulai  band  by  a  committee  appointed  by  our  energetic  Evangelist  Bishop 
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F  W.  Wariie,  D.D.,  in  August,  1907.  The  committee,  consisting  of  the 
Revs.  W.  A.  Mansell,  D  D  ,  Cbairman,  J  VV.  Robinson,  Rockwell  Clancy, 
W.  Peters,  H.  T  Badley,  J.  R,  Chitambar,  and  Mr.  N.  Jordan,  met  at 
Lucknow,  and  decided  :  — 

1.  That  the  name  of  this  Orgxnization  be  the  Ministerial  Volunteer 
Band. 

2.  That  J.  R.  Chitambar,  of  Lucknow,  be  its  Secretary. 

3  That  he  visit  the  local  bands  u-t  least  once  in  a  year,  and  even  more 
if  possible 

4.  That  his  expensss  be  paid  by  the  District  Siiparintendent  whose 
district  he  visits 

5    That  a  written  report  of  the  work  be  presente  l  at  the  annual  sessions 

of  tbe  two  conferences  in  North  India.

So  far  as  kn^wa  to  the  Secretiry  during  the  past  one  and  a  half 
years,  six  have  died,  six  have-  joined  -the  Seminary  at  Bareilly, 
nine  have  t  ike  1  up  work  of  preaching  or  teaching,  and  about  thirty-five 
have  dropped,  because  of  the  strong  temptations  of  the  Evil  One. 
between  January  and  December,  1908,  the  Secretary  visited  all  these  bands 
once  with  the  exception  of  those  at  Cawnpore,  Muttra  and  Sit  ipur.  Th  'se  he 
hopes  to  vis't  as  soon  as  there  are  school  holidays.  He  also  visited  Aligarh 
during  the  Utter  p  irt  of  last  year,  as  th*^re  -w  is  a  band  here  in  1907,  but  he 
found  not  a  single  boy  there.  He  was,  however,  informed  that  one  had  been 
sent  to  work  while  the  others  had  been  transferred  to  Muttra.  All  the  boys, 
who  were  at  Tilaunia  and  some  who  were  at  Phalera  have  been  transferred  to 
Ajmere. 

These  boys,  so  far  as  the  Secretary  knows,  are  well  looked  after  by  their 
teachers,  in  some  places  regular  weekly  meetings  are  held.  It  is  very 
necessary  that  the-ie  boys  be  properly  cared  for  by  their  own  teachers  as 
merely  the  Sec^retary's  annual  visit,  however  helpful  it  may  be,  is  not  by  any 
means  enough  The  carnal  mind,  the  common  enemy,  of  mankind,  is  every- 
where, and  our  young  men  are  easily  enticed  away  by  money  and  position. 
This  is,  indeed,  a  very  hard  work  to  carry  on  and  att'ords  very  little  encour- 
agement to  him  who  has  the  burden  of  it  on  his  hearl.  The  Secretary  there- 
fore requests  that  prayers  and  supplications  be  ceaselessly  ihade  for  these 
dear  lats  and  also  for  the  Secretary,  by  all  Christian  workers. 

Last  year  Bishop  Warne  contributed  Rs.  100,  and  the  Rev  L.  A.  Core 
Rs.  9  tovv'ards  the  Secretary's  travelling  and  other  incidental  expenses  A 
careful  account  of  this  money  is  kept  by  the  Secretary  and  is  audited  by  his 
District  Superintendent. 

It  is  proposed  to  prep xre  a  special  course  of  Bible  Reading  and  a  cycle 
of  prayer  for  these  boys,  and  Bishop  Warne  h^s  very  graciously  agreed  to 
pay  all  bills.

It  would  be  ditficiilt  to  over-estimate  the  Value  to  the  daiise  of  oljf 
Mission  of  tlie  work  being  aecomplished  through  t'le  agency  of  the  Sunday 
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School,  and  in  referring  to  the  statistics  of  the  last  few  years,  it  is  encourag- 
ing to  note  that  the  work  is  making  fair  progress. 

There  are  now  1,097  Sunday  schools,  1,275  officers  and  teachers,  and  53,733 
scholars.  While  we  have  twenty-live  Sunday-schools  less  than  last  year,  we 
are  glad  to  report  a  gain  of  forty  oilicers  and  teachers,  and  a  gain  of  5,597  schol- 
ars, wiiich  is  over  thr  e  times  the  loss  of  last  year.  Since  1892  we  have  gained 
106  schools  and  15,741  scholars  The  average  gp in  for  seventeen  years  is  926 
scholars 

W.th  a  view  to  increasing  the  efficiency  of  the  work  being  done  in  the 
schools,  we  would  suggest  that  particular  emphasis  be  placed  on  the 
following  :  - 

1.  More  effort  should  be  put  forth  to  educate  and  encourage  our  young 
men  and  women  who  are  not  in  Mission  employ  to  take  iiiterest  in 
the  Sunday  Sciiool  work.  If  our  young  men  and  women,  living 
in  cities,  towns  and  villages  and  earning  tlieir  livelihood  from 
other  than  M  ission  service,  devote  Sundays  to  the  Sunday-school 
work,  what  a  favorable  opportunity  lies  before  them  to  educate 
llie  minds  and  touch  the  hearts  of  the  younger  generation  of  Christ- 
ians and  non-Christians  and  win  thera  for  Christ. 

3.    Wherever  practicable,  Teaciiers'  Training  classes  should  be  formed. 

3.  Too  much  care  cannot  be  taken  in  adapting  the  lessons  to  the  abili- 

ty of  the  scholars  In  Mohul'a  Sunday-schools  and  the  primary 
clasj^es  of  other  Sunday-schools,  we  would  advocate  a  greater  use  of 
catechisms  instead  of  the  regular  lesson  leaves.  When  catechisms 
are  used,  however,  care  should  be  taken  that  steady  progress  be 
made,  and  that  the  whole  year  be  not  spent  on  the  first  few  pages. 

4.  A  more  extended  use  of  the  Sunday  School  periodicals  would  undoubt- 

edly help  greatly  in  the  accomplishment  of  the  results  aimed  at 
through  tbe  work  of  the  Sunday-schools. 

5.  Advantage  should  be  taken  of  the  Temperance  Sundays  to  inculcate 

the  principles  of  social  purity,  as  well  as  of  abstinence  from  intoxi- 
cants and  narcotics.

Report  of  the  Muttra  Mission  Training  School  for 
the  year  1908. 

The  total  enrolment  for  the  year  has  been  one  hundred  and  three.  Of 
this  number,  twelve  have  been  in  the  English  Department  and  have  come 
from  nine  different  stations:  Simla,  Poona,  Surat,  Phalera,  Jhansi,  Agra, 
Darjeeling,  Lucknow,  and  Calcutta  One  finished  her  course  in  May  and  is 
doing  excellent  service  in  our  Orphanage  in  Phalera. 

Another,  who  has  been  with  us  but  a  few  months,  is  to  work  for  the 
Thoburn  Memorial  Church  in  Calcutta. 

Ninety-one  have  been  enrolled  in  the  Vernacular  Department.  These 
represent  eight  different  missions,  and  twenty-two  stations.  Eleven  of  these 
have  finished  the  course,  and  almost  every  one  is  either  now  engaged  in 
mission  work,  or,  having  just  finished,  will  soon  be  employed. 

The  total  number  is  the  highest  we  have  ever  registered.  The  proportion 
of  well  educated  girls  is  larger  each  year  and  ac  the  same  time  our  Prepara- 
tory Department  continues  to  increase. 

Theschool  is  the  largest  of  its  kind  in  India,  and  has  a  great  future 
before  it. 

Our  aim  is  that  every  student  shall  not  only  know  the  Bible  and  how  to  use 
it,  but  shall  have  an  experimental  knowledge  of  its  deepest  spiritual  truths.

The  only  gain  in  our  schools  is  in  the  Girls'  Vernacular  schools  of  223. 
There  is  a  decrease  of  .59  boys  in  Vernacular  schools,  and  51  in  Anglo-

Since  1892,  Pastoral  support  from  Indians  has  increased  by  one- half,  and 
from  Europeans  a  decrease  of  Rs.  1,084.  Tlie  net  gain  is  Rs,  782.  The  Claim- 
ants' collection  has  increased  from  Rs  194  to  Rs.  675  in  seventeen  years.  A  few 
years  ago  the  need  of  larger  collections  for  the  support  of  our  Mission  claim- 
ants was  forced  upon  the  Conference  ;  and  it  was  urged  upon  the  people  that 
this  collection  should  be  considered  equally  important  with  the  Missionary 
collection.  This  and  the  growing  interest  in  the  Children's  Day  ccllection  by 
our  young  people,  explains  wliy  the  Missionary  collection  during  recent  years 
shows  a  decrease  The  Children's  Day  collection  has  increased  by  one-half 
since  1892  and  the  Bible  Society  collection  is  three  times  the  amount  given  in 
1893. 

The  Total  of  all  Ministerial  Support  and  Benevolent  Collections  for  this 
year  is  Rs.  19,422,  while  last  year  it  was  Rs  18,603,  an  increase  of  Rs.  819.

MRS.  MARY  ENSIGN  GILL. 

A  vaciint  seat  in  our  mission  family  to-day  reminds  us  o  ico  more,  that 
we  are  but  pilsrims  here,  that  fro  n  the  service  to  which  we  have  been  ciiled 
in  this  land,  the  transfer  will  come  to  us  alias  it  did  to  our  sister, 

whoihad  been  so  Ions  a  time  w.th  us  and  whose  absence  we  mourn  t  j-day. 

^i ary  Elizabeth  Ensign  wasliorn.  January  28th,  18il,  near  Mechavia  Hill, 
New  York  State,  Uniied  Stato-^  of  America.  M uch  of  her  childhood  was 
spent  in  Kattle  Creelf,  Michigan,  where,  when  twelve  years  of  ace,  she  was 
promoted  to  the  High  School.  She  was  converted  in  childhood,  and  in  young 
womanhood  took  up  teaching  in  the  Sunday  School  and  Temperance  work 
in  which  she  wps  enthusiastic  and  successful. 

When  her  parents  moved  to  Kalamazoo  she  entered  the  college  there  and 
was  in  her  senior  year  when  she  was  compelled  to  leave  on  ;iccount  of  the 
serious  illness  of  her  moth(U-.  When  Rev.  J.  P.  Newman  and  Mr?.  Newman, 
an  aunt  of  Miss  Ensign,  went  on  a  mission  to  New  Orleans  near  the  close  of 
the  war  of  the  rebellion,  M iss  Ensign  went  w  th  them  and  tiught  the  freed- 
men  one  year. 

She  was  united  in  marriage,  September  6th,  1871,  with  Rev  J.  H.  Gill, 
who  was  under  appointment  to  India,  and  they  sailed  soon  after  arriving 
in  India  the  same  year.  Mrs.  Gill's  work  was  first  in  Moradabad,  *-hen 
Hareilly  and  in  Pauri-G irh wal.  In  this  latter  place  she  spent  nineteen 
ye-irs.  She  was  permitted  to  see  the  girls'  school  there  grow  in  numbers  from 
a  few  girls  to  about  a  hundred,  and  when  new  uropcrty  was  purchased  and 
new  buildings  were  erected,  the  ladies  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  IVI i -isionary 
S  ciety  named  the  school  "The  Mary  Ensign  Gill  Christian  Girls'  Hoardiui; 
School  "  The  people  in  Garhwal  among  whom  she  lived  and  labored  so 
long,  looked  upon  her  as  a  loving  mother.  He;-  influence  lives  in  many  a 
mountain  home,  where  the  girls  she.  tauzht  in  the  school  are  now  wives  and 
mothers.  She  was  kind  and  sympathetic  with  the  poor  and  the  sick.  In  her 
liible  class  she  taught  the  young  people  and  helped  them  to  live  Christian 
lives  She  Will  long  be  remembered  there  not  only  by  tliose  who  were  taught 
in  the  school  which  bears  her  name,  but  by  all  the  Christians  and  ethers  in 
Garhwal  who  came  under  her  influence.  Much  the  same  could  be  said  of  her 
work  in  Moradabad  atid  Hareilly.  Many  for  whom  she  labored  rpmember 
the  le>sons  she  taught  them  and  are  leading  better  lives  because  of  them. 

The  last  years  of  her  life  were  spent  in  the  Bijnor  dist  ict,  where  she 
had  cha rge  of  the  Girls'  lioarding  School  to  which  slie  g  ive  her  last  labors 
of  love.  She  also  had  th(^  supervision  of  the  hJible-women  in  the  district, 
really  having  the  work  of  two  women  besides  her  owa  household  cares.  Many 
loving  tributes  of  her  life  and  work  in  this  district  ware  given  by  the  wo  nen 
in  the  District  Conference  he'd  soon  after  her  death,  where  she  was  sadly 
missed.  Her  teachings,  which  from  time  to  time  had  bean  given  urging 
them  to  live  true  Christian  lives,  were  remembered  as  her  last  legacy  to  them. 

How  much  she  has  been  missed  in  the  work  of  the  Woman's  Conference 
here,  has  been  shown  in  part  by  the  number  of  vacancies  that  have  had  to 
be  tilled  on  various  committees  since  she  left  us  She  was  very  thorough 
and  efficient  in  all  the  work  for  wh'ch  she  was  re.^^.ODSi ble.  She  was'a 
faithful  correspondent,  and  not  only  here  but  in  the  home  laud  her  letters 
will  be  mi.-sed  Several  secretaries  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missicuiary 
Society  have  written,  saying,  "How  much  we  shill  miss  her  letters  with 
their  clear  statements  in  regard  to  the  work  under  her  care." 

She  always  enjoyed  the  social  means  of  grace  at  Conference  and  other 
times.  She  was  very  happy  to  go  to  the  Central  Conference  held  in  Ran- 
goon last  February  and  enjoyed"  all  the  social  meetings  there  She  re- 
ceived a  great  spiritual  uplift  in  the  morning  meetings  led  by  Bishop 
Oldham  which  abode  with  her  to  the  list.  Her  thirty-seven  years  of 
active  service  as  a  missionary  crowded  full  of  work  for  others  closed  tiie  last 
week  in  May,  when  she  was  suddenly  stricken  down  never  to  know  a  day 
of  health  again  on  earth  She  passed  away  in  the«Ramsay  Hos[)ital,  Naini 
Tal,  A  ugust  39th.  1U08,  where  sh(!  had  been  loving'y  cired  for,  not  only  by 
the  nurses  there,  but  many  of  her  missionary  sisters  there  in  Naini  Tal  did 
for  her  what  distant  loved  ones  could  not  do. 

Besides  her  husband  with  whom  she  had  labored  so  loiig,  she  has  left 
five  sons  with  their  families,  for  all  of  whom  loving  sympathy  is  felt  here 
and  ill  the  home-laud.   Her  only  daughter,  E'eanor,  dicdin"l8U'3  and  was 
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greatly  missed  by  hor  mother,  who  olf.en  spoke  of  her,  She  was  buried  in 
Naini  Till,  and  now  tiie  mother's  grave  is  near  hers,  while  their  reunited 
spirits  serve  God  in  His  upiicr  sanctuary.  L.  S.  Fabker.

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Bareilly-Hardoi  District. 

J.  N.  West,  District  Superintendent. — At  the  last  session 
of  the  Annual  Conference,  the  Hardoi  District,  with  the 
exception  of  two  circuits,  was  attached  to  the  Bareilly 
District  forming  the  Bareilly-Hardoi  District  Our  field  of 
labor  has  thus  been  from  Sandila  to  Bareilly  on  the  main 
Railway  line,  and  from  Khutar,  in  the  Powayan  Circuit,  to 
Jalalabad  and  its  sub-circuits  stretching  to  the  Ram  Ganga. 
Approximately  it  is  a  territory  120  miles  long,  50  miles  wide, 
and  contains  three  millions  of  people.  When  we  contemplate 
the  fact  that  we  are  the  only  mission  working  in  this  field, 
and  that  the  people  receive  the  Word  with  gladness,  a  sense 
of  the  tremendous  responsibility,  and  also  of  the  equally 
magnificent  opportunity,  bears  upon  us  with  ever  growing 
power.  The  union  of  the  two  districts  has  had  a  beneficial 
effect  in  the  larger  brotherhood  and  fellowship  of  labor  as 
was  seen  in  the  delightful  and  spiritual  uplift  experienced  in 
the  united  Hummer  School  and  District  Conference  at 
Shahjahanpur  in  October.  The  last  day  of  the  conference 
was  the  first  day  of  the  revival  campaign,  and  it  was  a  day  of 
Pentecostal  blessing  from  which  our  workers  went  forth  to 
achieve  victories  for  Christ.  The  women's  work  of  the 
Hardoi  end  of  the  district  has  been  in  charge  of  Mrs.  Parker. 
Notwithstanding  her  absence  to  America  as  delegate 
to  the  General  Conference  and  her  oversight  of  the  erection 
of  the  new  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  bungalow 
being  built  at  Hardoi.  she  has  been  able  to  attend  many  of 
the  Quarterly  Conferences  where  her  counsels  are  always 
helpful  and  her  presence  a  benediction. 

General  Progress. — Mrs.  West  has  been  able  to  accompany 
me  to  nearly  all  the  Quarterly  meetings  of  the  entire  dis- 
trict. Our  purpose  has  always  been  that  the  Quarterly 
Meeting  should  be  something  more  than  the  mere  routine 
of  business  We  have  aimed  to  have  revival  meetings  with 
the  workers  and  the  Christian  people,  to  preach  in  the 
bazaars,  to  give  rehgious  instruction  in  the  schools  and  to 
sell  Bibles  and  distribute  religious  literature.  There  has 
been  an  evident  growth  in  spiritual  life  among  our  workers. 
Especially  did  we  notice  this  in  our  last  Quarterlies,  when 
the  people  who  had  passed  through  the  fiery  trial  of  a  famine 
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year  and  consequent  sickness  were  still  able  to  testify  to 
God's  saving  and  keeping  power.  If  famine,  and  plague,  and 
cholera,  and  the  loss  of  dear  ones  are  real  sorrow,  then  these 
testimonies  to  the  power  of  God,  in  giving  help  and  answer- 
ing prayer,  are  genuine.  The  simplicity  of  faith  and  the 
comfort  of  the  Holy  Ghost  manifested  in  some  of  God's  little 
ones  here  may  well  be  an  example  to  others  who  have  had 
greater  light  and  knowledge. 

Melas  and  Bazaar  Preaching. — We  have  no  sympathy  with 
the  opinion  that  the  need  of  street-preaching  has  passed. 
We  never  lose  an  opportunity  to  address  a  crowd  in  the 
bazaar  or  by  the  wayside,  for  it  is  an  open  testimony  for 
Christ  bringing  His  name  before  the  people  ;  it  is  a  proof  to 
the  people  that  we  are  interested  in  them  ;  and  it  gives  an 
opportunity  to  spread  Christian  literature,  and,  above  all,  to 
sell  God's  precious  Word  to  those  who  will  read  it  in  more 
leisure  hours  In  Shahjahanpur  the  street-preaching  is  in 
charge  of  Rev.  H.  H  Weak  who,  with  the  whole  force  of  men> 
workers,  carries  on  successfully  public  out-door  meetings  in 
the  crowded  thoroughfares  of  the  city. 

The  mela  is  also  an  opportunity  that  should  be  utilized 
In  the  month  of  February,  after  an  extended  itinerary  in 
Powayan  Circuit,  we  reached  Gola  Gokarn  Nath  mela.  We 
had  called  together  a  select  band  of  men  and  women  workers, 
and  these  were  joined  by  a  similar  band  from  the  Oudh  Dis- 
trict. There  were  also  some  voluntary  workers,  the  combined 
preaching  force  numbering  about  seventy-five  These  were 
divided  into  four  bands  of  men  and  two  of  women  who  went 
out  from  morning  to  mid-day  and  from  three  o'clock  until 
night,  preaching  the  Word  and  circulating  Christian  liter- 
ature. As  I  stood  by  the  side  of  men  preaching  the  truth  with 
the  Holy  Ghost  sent  down  from  Heaven,  and  then  heard  them 
testify  that  once  they  had  worshipped  at  the  impure  shrines 
of  idolatry  in  the  temples  about  us  until  they  found  Christ, 
it  thrilled  me  with  a  sense  of  the  transforming  power  of  the 
gospel  of  the  Son  of  God.  Scripture  portions  to  the  number 
of  1,154  were  sold  and  20,000  Christian  tracts,  specially 
prepared,  were  distributed.  The  little  group  of  fourteen 
that  received  Christian  baptism  was  a  prophecy  of  the  time 
when  our  missionaries  and  workers  will  go  to  these  great 
melas  expecting  hundreds  to  be  baptized  daily.  At  the 
great  Ganges  mela  in  November  our  district  was  represented 
by  organized  bands  of  workers  at  five  different  places  on  the 
same  day  and  all  report  encouraging  success. 

The  Revival  Campaigns.— l^h^YQ  have  been  two  seasons 
of  revival  effort  and  blessing  in  our  district  this  year.  The 
.first  was  May  7th~i7th.  This  was  the  time  that  had  been 
get  fQrour  Summer  School,  but  on  account  of  famine  condi- 
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tioDS  and  sicknes?,  it  was  tboughti  best  not  to  hold  the 
Summer  School  So  in  its  place  it  was  arranged  that  each 
preacher-in  charge  should  plan  for  special  revival  services 
among  all  his  people  during  those  eleven  days.  The  result 
was  manifest  blessing. 

The  November  Revival  Campaign  was  entered  into  with 
general  enthusiasm  by  the  workers  At  this  date  a  full 
report  cannot  be  given,  but  the  news  from  every  circuit 
tells  of  awakening,  of  conversions,  of  baptisms,  and  of 
great  blessing  among  the  people.  Mrs.  West  and  I  were  not 
able  to  go  into  ail  the  cii  cuits,  but  with  two  faithful  helpers 
spent  the  month  in  holding  evangelistic  services  in  the 
following  circuits  :— Faridpur,  Khera  Bajhera,  Miranpur 
Kalra,  Tilhar,  Shahabad,  Sahai,  Hardoi  and  Shahjahanpur 
West.  We  held  fifty-six  revival  meetings,  in  all  of  which  we 
were  conscious  of  the  Lord's  presence,  and  some  of  the 
meetings  were  seasons  of  remarkable  power.  The  burden 
and  theme  of  our  preaching  was  a  new  heart  and  that  heart 
filled  with  the  Spirit  We  have  reasons  to  believe  that 
hundreds  of  our  village  (>hrisiians,  according  to  their  light, 
gave  themselves  to  the  Lord  and  received  His  blessing  At 
B^v.reilly,  Shahjahanpur  and  Hardoi  special  services  were 
held  in  the  schools  and  churches.  Kev.  Mr.  Bailey  and  Rev. 
Ganda  Mall  greatly  assisted  us.  At  this  writing  there  are 
indications  that  the  revival  will  go  on  through  the  winter 
months. 

English  V/ork. — There  have  been  English  services  each 
Sunday  in  Bareilly  conducted  by  Dr.  W.  A.  Mansell  and  Dr. 
S.  S.  Dease,  and  in  Shahjahanpur  conducted  by  Rev.  H.  H. 
Weak.  In  Shahjahanpur  there  has  been  a  good  revival  work 
going  on  among  the  soldiers  during  most  of  the  year. 

The  pessimist  and  the  optimist  may  both  have  the  same 
facts  before  them.  The  difference  lies  in  the  final  view 
which  is  takeiio  We  fully  believe  that  after  all  the  weak- 
nesses of  our  work  have  been  fully  and  honestly  recognized, 
our  final  view  of  the  situation  justifies  the  greatest  grati- 
tude, and  the  brightest  hope,  and  though  there  are  many 
things  in  which  our  work  should  be  stronger  and  better,  we 
have  the  firm  conviction  that  it  is  God's  work,  that  God  is 
increasing  it  from  year  to  year,  and  that  He  will  at  length 
bring  in  the  victorious  reign  of  truth,  righteousness  and 
full  salvation  throughout  the  length  and  breadth  of  Hindu- 
stan. 

Bareilly  Theological  Seminary. 

Dr.  W.  A.  Mansell,  Principal,  gives  the  following  re- 
port : — "  It  is  with  feelings  of  devout  gratitude  to  God  that 
we  write  this  report  of  another  year's  work  in  the  Bareilly 
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Theological  Seminary.  The  attendance  has  been  good,  88 
students  having  been  enrolled  in  the  Seminary  proper,  63  in 
the  woman's  school  and  58  children  in  the  children's  depart- 
ment, malting  a  total  of  151  students  and  58  children.  The 
work  done,  in  spite  of  unusual  difficulties  to  be  encountered, 
has  been  very  encouraging.  There  is  a  general  development 
in  the  intellectual  character  of  the  students  who  are  coming 
to  us,  and  the  class  work  seems  to  be  improving  year  by  year. 
The  present  graduating  class  is  one  of  the  best  that  has 
been  sent  out.  It  numbers  twenty  two  and  before  these 
words  will  appear  in  type,  the  men  will  have  reached  their 
appointments  and  begun  their  life's  work.  The  Middle  and 
Junior  classes  are  somewhat  larger,  numbering  27  and  34, 
respectively.  For  two  years  the  resolution  of  the  Trustees 
to  admit  ten  extra  students  has  been  enforced,  and  it  will 
begin  to  show  its  influence  in  the  graduating  class  next  year. 
It  may  not  always  be  possible  for  the  entire  number  to 
complete  the  course,  for  sickness  and  death  make  no  distinc- 
tion between  Theological  students  and  others.  But  the 
classes  from  now  on  will,  we  trust,  become  larger  from  year 
to  year  The  need  is  continually  increasing  There  has  thus 
far  been  no  dearth  of  candidates,  and  we  have  faith  to  believe 
thai  as  the  Church  grows,  and  converts  multiply,  and  the 
need  of  pastoral  oversight  continues  to  increase,  the  Lord 
will  effectively  call  increasing  number  of  choice  young  men 
to  the  ministry.  The  Bishops  in  their  address  at  Rangoon 
gave  utterance  to  these  pregnant  sentences  : — 

Too  much  stress  cannot  be  laid  upon  the  work  for  which  the 
Bareilly  Theological  Seminary  is  immediately  responsible.  A  Meth- 
odist community  of  Hindustani  people  of  over  146,000  souls  in  the 
two  northern  conferences,  increasing  by  thousands  annually,  demands 
a  careful  shepherding,  not  to  speak  of  the  need  of  well-poised  aggres- 
sive leadership  in  evangelism  on  every  hand,  For  this  work  it  is 
imperative  that  we  have  workmen  that  need  not  to  be  ashamed.  It  is 
manifest,  too,  that  as  tbe  dense  population  of  Northern  India  swarms 
out,  as  it  seems  likely  to  do,  into  Sindh  and  other  places,  and  sends 
large  numbers  into  the  Presidency  seaports,  there  will  be  need  of 
strong  Hiodustani  preachers  in  distant  parts  of  India.  Note  the  fact, 
in  passing,  that  in  the  city  of  Calcutta  alone  there  are  between  250,C<)0 
and  3('n,0'iu  Hindi  and  Biodustani  speaking  people  at  the  present 
time.  More  and  more  will  Bareilly  come  into  purview  as  the  source 
of  supply.  Rejoicing  in  what  it  has  been  able  to  Co,  and  is  now 
doing,  its  capacity  must,  be  largely  increased  in  the  immediate  future 
Not  only  are  special  gifts  for  the  immediate  support  of  students  re- 
quired, but  there  is  also  urgent  need  of  increased  accommodation  for 
both  married  and  unmarried  students  Scholarships  must  he  multi- 
plied and  increase  of  endowment  is  imperatively  necessary.  To  this 
end  there  should  be  concentration  and  persistence  of  effort  until  the 
consummation  so  devoutly  to  be  wished  is  reached. 

We  are  receiving  letters  constantly  which  emphasize 
both  tbe  importance  of  the  Seminary  and  the  pressing  need 
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of  trained  workers  for  our  rapidly-extending  field.  A  dis- 
trict superintendent,  in  the  eastern  limit  of  our  Hindustani 
field,  writes  as  follows:  —  "Conveits  are  coming  in  so  fast 
that  we  can't  keep  up  with  the  urgent  calls  that  come  to  us  ; 
if  we  had  plenty  of  workers  we  might  have  thousands  of 
converts  where  we  now  have  scores  or  hundreds.  We  are 
in  sore  straits  for  workers  "  Another  district  superintend- 
ent from  another  part  of  our  field  writes  : — "  All  my 
troubles  this  year  have  been  through  preacbers  in  charge  'who 
have  not  been  at  Bareilly  and  who  ha^  e  not  caught  the  spirit  of 
MethodisTii.  The  three  preachers  in-charge  who  have  been 
at  Bareilly,  have  been  cool  forts.  Had  I  the  say,  no  member 
of  this  District  Conference  would  in  future  be  made  a 
preacher-in  charge  who  had  not  graduated  from  Bareilly." 

The  above  extracts  reveal  clearly  the  situation,  both 
as  regards  the  urgent  need  or  greatly  increasing  the  number 
of  trained  workers  for  the  entire  field,  and  also  the  supreme 
importance  of  Bareilly  as  a  training  centre  where  men  may 
be  fitted  for  the  best  service  ;  in  short,  where  they  may  be 
imbued  with  the  spirit  of  Methodism 

Financially,  the  year  has  been  encouraging.  The  num- 
ber of  scholarships,  however,  possibly  owing  to  the  financial 
depression,  has  not  kept  up  according  to  our  expectation. 
We  trust,  however,  that  with  the  issue  of  special  calls  to  all 
our  old  and  new  patrons  there  will  be  a  marked  improve- 
ment in  this  particular.  Will  all  who  read  these  words  lend 
a  helping  hand  and  do  what  they  can  to  turn  some  contribu- 
tions toward  Bareilly  for  tlie  raising  up  of  an  indigenous 
ministry  for  the  evangelization  of  India? 

The  outstanding  event  of  the  year  was  the  visit  of  Bishop 
Warne  to  America  and  his  success  in  raising  funds  for  the 
Thtolcgical  Seminary.  Two  years  ago  the  Trustees  issued 
a  call  for  enlarging  the  scope  and  capacity  of  the  Seminary, 
and  as  a  preliminary  measure  issued  an  appeal  for  a  new 
dormitory  for  unmarried  students,  capable  of  accommodating 
more  than  twice  the  number  of  such  students  already  enroll- 
ed. Bishop  Warne,  we  are  grateful  to  say,  was  successful  in 
getting  the  lay  men  of  the  Erie  Conference  interested,  and 
they  have  subscribed  the  amount  necessary  for  the  erection 
of  the  building  which  will  be  begun  at  once. 

But  in  addition  to  this  building  we  need  a  large  number 
of  new  scholarships  at  forty  or  fifty  dollars  each,  to  provide 
for  the  increased  number  of  students  which  we  wish  to 
accommodate  The  present  plan  looks  forward  to  the  doub- 
ling of  the  number  of  students,  and  to  provide  for  this  num- 
ber we  shall  need  upwards  of  a  hundred  scholarships  a 
year.  This  is  not  the  limit  of  our  hopes  for  the  future,  but 
is  the  goal  whicti  we  have  for  the  present  set  before  us.  The 
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Erie  Conference  has  promised  to  help  in  the  attainment  of 
this  end.  but  there  is  abundant  room  for  help  from  every 
quarter.  The  Bareilly  Seminary  is  an  institution  belonging 
to  the  whole  church,  and  we  want  the  whole  church  to  main- 
tiin  an  interest  in  the  institution.  We  have  patrons  from 
Maine  to  California,  and  we  want  all  our  present  patrons  to 
be  encouraged  by  the  help  this  conference  has  promised,  and 
at  the  same  time  to  do  all  in  their  power  to  largely  multiply 
the  number  of  those  who  are  interested  in  tliis  great  enter- 
prise for  the  evangehzation  of  India. 

In  addition  to  the  new  dormitory  which  has  been  pro- 
vided, we  will  also  need  to  renew  and  enlarge  the  quarters 
for  married  students.  The  present  quarters  being  not  only 
too  t-mall,  but  also  on  account  of  their  age,  unsanitary  condi- 
tion, and  in  many  cases  infected  with  disease  germs  and 
infested  with  noxious  vermin  which  are  always  a  standing 
menace  of  plague  infection.  We  need  buildings  well  lighted 
and  ventilated,  and  so  constructed  that  in  times  of  epidemic 
of  serious  Oriental  diseases  that  they  can  be  quickly  and 
effectively  disinfected.  This  work  will  be  taken  up  gradually 
as  funds  are  available.  The  total  cost  will  be  a  little  more 
than  the  amount  asked  for  the  new  dormitory,  and  we  shall  be 
very  glad  to  receive  gifts  in  any  amount  for  the  remodeling 
and  erection  of  these  quarters.  Elr^cks  of  buildings,  costing 
about  a  thousand  dollars  each,  can  be  erected  at  intervals  as 
the  money  comes  in,  and  such  bloclrs,  or  sections,  would  be 
very  appropriate  enterprises  for  friends  to  take  up  as  special 
or  memorial  buildings. 

The  spiritual  life  of  the  school  has  been  encouraging. 
There  has  been  a  spirit  of  quiet  earnestness  prevailing,  which 
has  been  a  great  joy  to  us.  The  evangelistic  and  the  Sunday- 
school  work  carried  on  by  the  students  has  suffered  some- 
what from  the  prevailing  sickness,  but  in  spite  of  these 
difficulties  the  thirty  Sunday-schools  conducted  by  our 
students  are  in  a  fairly  satisfactory  condition,  and  the  attend- 
ance as  reported  at  the  last  Quarterly  Conference  has  not 
diminished  from  the  numbers  of  last  year.  Plans  are  being 
perfected  to  improve  the  character  of  the  school  and  pastoral 
work  undertaken  by  our  students,  and  w^e  expect  to  have 
much  more  definite  results  to  report  in  future. 

The  woman's  school  has  also  had  a  good  year,  in  spite  of 
unusual  difficulties  The  Superintendent,  Mrs.  Mansell,  who 
instead  of  taking  a  f url  ^ugh  hoaie,  was  allowed  to  remain  in 
India,  on  condition  that  she  take  a  long  vacation  in  the  hills, 
w.is  obliged  to  be  away  from  the  school  for  some  months 
during  the  middle  term,  and  to  superintend  the  school 
through  the  medium  of  correspondence.  In  her  absence 
Mrs,  Mukerjee  rendered  invaluable  assistance  in  looking 
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after  the  details  of  superintendence,  and  the  staff  of  teachers 
have  done  good  work  in  spite  of  the  irregular  attendance 
necessitated  by  the  prevalent  sickness.  The  Kindergarten 
is  flourishing,  and  is  an  important  adjunct  to  the  woman's 
school. 

The  Bill  branch  had  a  shorter  season  than  usual  on  ac- 
count of  the  prevailing  famine  in  the  bilb,  but  its  value  has 
been  made  abundantly  evident,  and  we  feel  that  it  will  be 
more  and  more  useful  as  the  years  go  on  and  the  number  of 
hill  students  increase.  We  have  erected  a  line  of  dwelling- 
houses  for  our  students  at  Dwarahat,  and  hope  in  time  to 
erect  a  more  suitable  building  for  teaching  and  assembly 
rooms. 

In  c  nclusion,  we  desire  to  express  our  gratitude  to 
the  many  friends  who  have  assisted  us  in  our  enterprises, 
and  to  assure  them  of  our  appreciation  of  all  their  efforts  in 
our  behalf,  and  at  the  same  time  to  request  that  they  will 
continue  to  remember  us  in  their  prayers  and  to  do  all  in 
their  power  to  extend  the  circle  of  our  supporters  and 
helpers.  It  is  a  great  work  which  we  have  undertaken. 
The  evangelization  of  India  is  a  task  worthy  of  the  highest 
ambition  of  the  twentieth  century  church.  Our  very  success 
magnifies  our  responsibilities  and  burdens,  but  the  Lord 
who  has  given  us  the  commission,  holds  all  things  in  His 
Hand,  and  to  Him  we  look  for  guidance,  trusting  implicitly 
that  He  will  inspire  His  church  to  give  all  that  we  need  to 
carry  out  His  plan  for  the  salvation  of  India

The  Girls'  Orphanage  and  School,  Bo  redly.  —  Mrs.  H.  J. 
Wilson  and  Miss  C.  Easton  in  charge 

This  is  an  old  and  valuable  adjunct  of  mission  work. 
Every  year  it  sends  out  noble  girls  to  be  workers  and  wives 
of  workers. 

Mrs.  Wilson  writes  :  — "  We  will  still  raise  our  Ebenezer 
as  we  take  a  retrospective  view  at  1908  for  the  annual  report. 
With  famine  prices  it  was  difficult  to  get  ends  to  meet  espe- 
cially as  we  had  more  girls  than  scholarships.  The  Lord  knew 
our  needs  and  kind  friends  sent  us  gifts  to  help  out.  Our 
wants  have  been  bountifully  supplied,  the  good  ladies  at 
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home  in  their  many  money  difficulties  sent  regularly  the 
appropriations. 

The  epidemic  of  malaria,  which  has  been  so  bad  all 
around,  in  many  cases  proving  fatal,  entered  the  school.  I 
am  thankful  to  say  all  recovered. 

Last  year's  17  probationers  have  been  admitted  into  full 
membership  and  37  more  of  the  girls  have  become  proba- 
tioners. " 

Miss  Easton  writes  :  —  "  We  thank  our  Heavenly  Father 
for  all  the  help  He  has  given  us,  for  the  new  girls  He  has 
sent  us,  for  guidance  and  grace  in  times  of  difficulties. 

Our  average  attendance  last  year  was  tifty  six  more  than 
that  of  the  previous  year. 

All  the  girls  from  our  first  Training  Class  passed  and 
are  now  teaching  in  our  school. 

There  are  seven  in  this  year's  class  Teaching  them 
has  been  a  real  pleasure. 

All  the  girls  in  our  Upper  Grammar  grade  and  Normal 
class  passed  their  Bible  examination,  and  nearly  all  from 
several  of  the  lower  classes. 

We  always  open  school  with  prayer,  Scripture-reading 
and  singing,  but  in  addition  to  this  in  some  of  the  classes 
the  girls  bow  their  heads  in  silent  prayer  on  going  to  their 
class-rooms. 

May  God  bless  them  and  make  them  worthy  of  His 
name. " 

Miss  English  writes  concerning  The  Bkhodl  Memorial 
School,  Shahjahan-pur  : — "Our  work  in  the  Bidwell  Memorial 
School  has  gone  on  through  the  year  as  usual,  in  the  earlier 
part  of  the  year  we  had  small-pox  and  were  obliged  to  close 
school  for  about  a  month.  Two  girls  who  went  home  died, 
but  all  who  remained  in  the  school  recovered.  The  latter 
part  of  the  year  we  have  had  munh  fever,  but  the  Lord  has 
been  merciful  and  no  deaths  have  occurred. 

About  twenty  more  girls  united  with  the  Church  in  full 
membership.  Asa  rule,  the  girls  and  teachers  have  grown 
spiritually,  and  many  are  on  a  higher  plane  of  Christian 
experience  than  ever  before.  For  this  we  are  very  thankful 
and  look  with  hope  to  the  future.  Our  numbers  have  con- 
tinued to  increase,  until  now  we  have  143  girls  as  boarders 
besides  a  few  day-scholars.  We  have  refused  a  number. 
We  sent  four  girls  for  the  Government  Middle  examination 
and  passed  two. 

We  took  some  children  to  keep  them  from  starving  or 
being  sold.    Some  who  came  were  much  emaciated,  but 
are  now  looking  well.    The  scarcity  has  given  us  an  opportu 
nity  to  get  girls  we  were  never  able  to  reach  before  this,  so 
we  are  thankful." 
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The  Boys'  Orphanage,  Shahjahanpur . —  Mrs.  Blackstock, 
who  is  in  charge,  writes  : — "As  we  come  to  the  close  of  the 
year,weare  thankful  for  Ood's  loving  care  over  us.  At  pres- 
ent we  have  185  boys  in  the  orphanage.  The  day-school  work 
goes  on  as  usual.  We  have  thirteen  boys  attending  the  City 
Mission  High  School.  The  Industrial  Department  has  done 
well  this  year.  We  do  see  that  our  boys  are  making  progress 
in  aiming  to  do  what  is  right,  and  our  prayer  is  that  they  may 
know  the  blessedness  of  living  the  true  Christian  life." 

The  High  School  at  Shahjahanpur,  under  the  charge  of  Rev. 
H.  H.  Weak,  has  had  a  successful  year.  A  Business  Depart- 
ment has  been  added  in  which  Typewriting  and  Shorthand 
are  being  taught.  The  apparatus  of  the  Science  Department 
has  been  enlarged  and  the  teaching  staff  and  the  athletic 
sports  strengthened.  There  are  1^7  boys  in  attendance.  A 
Sunday-school  is  held  regularly. 

The  Girls'  School,  Hardoi.  —  Miss  Anna  Blackstock  in 
charge.  This  achool  has  the  distinction  of  being  the  only 
girls'  school  in  the  Civil  District  of  Hardoi.  It  has  had  a 
year  of  progress  and  success,  both  in  examination  results 
and  in  spiritual  blessing  among  the  girls.  There  are  now 
fifty  nine  girls  in  attendance.

Bijnor  District. 

Joseph  H.  Gill,  District  Super intendeyit .—It  I  should 
begin  with  the  most  important  fact  of  the  year  under  review, 
it  would  be  the  death  of  the  missionary's  wife.  She  had 
not  been  quite  well  for  several  years,  and  she  was  well  aware 
^hat  there  was  risk  in  continuing  her  work  in  India,  but  she 
talked  of  it  freely  and  chose  to  stay  and  work  on  while  she 
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could  do  so,  rather  than  leave  the  work  and  her  husband 
and  retire. 

She  started  the  girls'  boarding-school  off  on  its  year's 
work  a^ter  her  return  from  the  last  annual  conference,  and 
then  began  to  accompany  her  husband  on  a  tour  of  the 
district.  We  had  a  very  profitable  visit  to  an  oul  station  seven 
miles  distant.  Mrs.  Gill  thoroughly  examined  the  women's 
work  ;  then,  returning  to  our  head  quarters  in  time  to  distri- 
bute the  monthly  pay,  she  started  for  her  duties  as  a 
delegate  to  the  Central  Conference  in  Burma  She  was 
sick  the  day  she  left  home  and  quite  uncertain  about  being 
able  to  go  on  beyond  Bareilly,  but  she  rallied  and  did  go 
on.  She  left  Calcutta  on  the  1st  of  February  and  arrived 
back  in  Bijnor  on  the  21st  of  the  same  month.  The  twenty 
days'  outing  seemed  to  greatly  benefit  her  in  every  way  and 
she  returned  to  Bijnor  much  better  for  the  journey  and  very 
happy  in  her  Christian  experience. 

On  the  first  week  of  March  we  went  togeliher  to  the 
Bashta  Circuit  and  spent  a  delightful  Sabbath  in  a  little  vil- 
lage grove.  A  Christian  helper  and  his  family  had  lived  here 
for  years  and  the  people  of  all  classes  were  friendly.  The 
chief  man  of  the  place  made  us  welcome.  Helping  to  seat 
comfortably  the  congregation,  which  collected  to  hear  the 
Gospel,  he  provided  carpets  to  sit  on  and  chairs  for  a  few 
who  wished  them,  and  a  crowd  of  120  people,  among  whom 
some  were  women,  sat  through  a  regular  Sabbath  service, 
which,  by  the  way,  was  a  little  prolonged,  for  such  a  meeting 
was  to  these  people  unusual.  Several  chapters  were  slowly 
read  from  the  Bible  and  expounded,  and  the  way  of  salvation 
clearly  set  forth  to  an  attentive  and  interested  audience. 

Later,  a  special  request  came  from  the  village  for  a 
service  at  the  headman's  own  house.  We  complied  with  the 
request  and  were  welcomed  on  the  verandah,  while  thirteen 
zanana  women  sat  inside  and  listened  to  the  sermon,  They 
could  see  through  the  latticed  windows  the  congregation 
gathered  outside.  Mrs.  Gill  was  privileged  to  sit  in  a  door- 
way where  both  the  zanana  people  and  the  congregation  out- 
side were  visible.  We  also  held  a  Mohulla  service  at  night  for 
the  few  Christians  there.  On  Monday  we  went  on  to  Bashta 
village,  and  there  also  encamped  in  tents  in  a  grove.  We 
visited  the  village  and  held  service  several  times  in  the  little 
mud  chapel  In  each  service  the  chapel  was  crowded. 
Bible-readings  and  prayers  in  the  early  morning  were  held 
with  the  helpers  very  much  to  their  profit.  Symptoms  of 
sickness  developed,  for  the  weather  was  still  cold  and  we 
had  to  come  back  straight  to  Bijnor.  This  ended  Mrs.  Gill's 
district  touring.  On  our  arrival  we  were  greeted  with  the 
sad  news  that  small-pox  was  very  bad  in  Bijnor  city.  In 
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less  than  a  week  two  cases  broke  out  among  our  people.  A 
child  iD  our  school  took  it  and  was  isolated  and  cared  for  by^ 
her  parents  and  eventually  recovered. 

A.  young  man,  son  of  one  of  our  preachers,  took  it  in  the' 
confluent  form  and  died,  greatly  to  the  grief  of  his  heart- 
broken parents,  for  he  was  an  only  son,  full  of  promise,  and 
about  20  years  of  age. 

1  now  continued  my  visits  to  out-stations,  going  alone,  and, 
completing  my  quarterly  conferences,  but  as  it  was  nearly 
the  first  of  April  and  too  hot  to  be  in  the  tents,  I  found  work 
in  Bijnor. 

Mrs.  Gill  hoped  to  remain  in  the  plains  as  long  as  it  Was 
possible.  She  had  a  hard  day's  work  on  the  28th  of  May, 
and  on  the  29th  was  suddenly  taken  down  sick  and  had  to 
have  the  Civil  Surgeon.  Three  months  from  that  ominous 
day  she  exchanged  earth  for  Heaven.  Her  work  in  the  mis- 
sion is  too  well  known  to  need  rehearsal  here.  No  woman 
among  us  was  more  energetic  or  more  faithful.  She  now 
reaps  the  reward  of  God's  truest  servants.  She  was  an  affec- 
tionate wife,  a  loving  mother,  and  an  excellent  missionary. 

Bijnor  District  has  a  population  of  800,000  souls.  For 
mission  work  it  is  divided  into  ten  circuits,  which  gives  an 
average  of  80,000  souls  to  each  preacher  in-charge. 

We  have  an  average  of  fourteen  workers  of  all  kinds  in 
each  circuit  No  circuit,  however,  is  over-manned  but  sever- 
al are  far  below  the  average  in  helpers— notably  Seohara, 
Kiratpuriand  Mandawar. 

The  Christian  population  numbers  a  total  of  6,121  or 
about  otie  Christian  to  every  133  non-Christians.  In  the  past 
five  years  the  increase  has  totalled  700. 

Mortality  from  plague  and  cholera,  and  several  other 
sicknesses,  has  been  very  great  During  the  past  year  the 
deaths  reported  were  141.  The  baptisms  this  year  lack 
only  six  of  being  400. 

A  good  work  has  been  done  in  introducing  Christianity 
to  the  people  in  general.  All  classes  know  something  about 
it  and  its  teaching.  Very  few  of  the  people  of  wealth  ha^'e 
accepted  Christ.  The  most  of  our  converts  are  from  the 
poor,  but  the  rich  are  not  entirely  indifferent  to  it.  Some 
talk  about  it— a  few  come  for  instruction  and  information, 
but  never  yet  have  I  met  one  who  has  any  fault  to  find  with 
Jesus.  Several  respectable  young  men  pretty  regularly  visit 
the  missionary  and  under  his  guidance  are  reading  the  Bible, 
parts  of  which  they  eagerly  commit  to  memory. 

If  we  continue  to  keep  the  respect  of  the  people,  our 
mission  agents  and  our  membership  must  exemplify  the 
teachings  of  Christ  in  their  lives.  We  work  hard  to  keep  up 
the  standard  of  Christian  living  in  our  young  church.  No 
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Church  trials  have  taken  place.  There  was  occasion  for 
none.  While  we  are  thankful  for  that  fact,  we  are  still  with- 
out ground  for  boasting,  for  our  people  are  barely  Christ- 
ians, and  are  still  behind  in  not  being  bright  and  shining 
lights  amid  heathen  darkness. 

And  yet  this  statement  of  regret  must  be  modified  by 
saying  that  we  have  among  us  some  as  devout  and  pious 
Christians  as  can  be  found  in  the  world  anywhere.  This  fact 
causes  us  rejoicing  amid  discouragements  and  gives  promise 
of  progress  and  success  in  the  Church  ere  long.  It  is  some- 
thing to  maintain  the  standards  Time  will  correct  the 
stragglers.  "Let  patience  have  her  perfect  work  "-so 
much  for  work  a  day  times. 

In  special  seasons  of  refreshing  we  see  better  things; 
the  real  love  of  non-Christian  people  in  several  instances  has 
been  gained.  This  is  a  great  step  One  writes,  "  the  sweet 
odour  of  the  revival  is  spreading  among  the  boys  and  girls 
in  the  Christian  mohulla.  These  little  hearts  love  God  and 
are  going  to  be  ready  for  God's  service."  This  testimony 
is  true  also  concerning  oiftr  Central  girls' school.  In  an- 
other village  the  Chamars  in  abndy  seem  ready  for  baptism  ; 
they  join  the  Christian  service,  sing  our  bhajans,  bow  in 
prayer,  and  welcome  our  preachers  Their  (Jhaupal  "  w^as 
burnt  down  during  the  year.  They  ask  that  it  be  now  built 
and  used  as  a  Christian  chapel. 

The  preacher  in-charge  asked  me  to  come  and  baptize 
them.  I  replied,  telling  him  to  baptize  them  himself,  or  to 
have  his  Indian  brethren  help  him,  for  there  was  no  need 
calling  on  outside  help.   This  is  encouraging. 

Our  District  Conference,  in  October,  was  a  season  of 
blessing  and  all  professed  to  have  been  greatly  refreshed  and 
blessed  during  the  services.  When  the  entire  audi?^  nee  crowd- 
ed around  the  altar  in  a  season  of  consecration.  God's 
presence  was  gloriously  felt,  and  tears  and  responses  on  all 
sides  showed  that  the  Holy  Spirit  brooded  over  the  con- 
gregation.   Our  whole  week  of  services  was  fullof  blessing. 

The  usual  preaching  to  non-Christians  at  rnelas  and  in 
bazaars  has  been  continued  during  the  year.  It  has  several 
times  happened  that  the  listeners  spoke  out,  saying,  that  the 
Word  preached  is  the  Truth.  Thousands  of  leaflets  have 
been  circulated  ;  doors  of  usefulness  are  wide  open  and  our 
workers,  with  more  or  less  faithfulness,  continue  their  labors. 
At  least  762  villages  are  visited  by  our  preachers,  and  Christ- 
ians are  found  in  487  of  these. 

Famine  times  came  during  the  year.  High  prices 
greatly  affected  all  our  people  The  missionary-in  charge 
was  asked  by  Government  to  join  the  public  committees  of 
relief.    He  served  both  on  the  Central  District  committee 
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and  the  Bijnor  Tehsil  Jocal  committee.  It  was  a  pleasure  Lu 
be  able  to  join  in  the  councils  and  committees  held  to  help 
the  poor.  The  help  sent  from  home  was  very  opportune  for 
our  poorly-paid  mission  staff  and  the  people,  as  far  as  it 
could  reach  them  The  subscribers  to  our  Church  paper, 
"  The  Kaukab  i  Hind,"  now  number  forty-six,  whereas  a  year 
a^o  they  were  less  than  half  that  number,  and  these  are  all 
paid  for  in  advance 

Daring  the  year  in  several  places  our  people  have  had 
great  difficulty  ia  getting  drinking  water.  This  was  special- 
ly so  in  Najibabad  and  Nurpur. 

In  several  place  >  we  are  at  a  loss  for  cemeteries  for  the 
dead.  Avery  small  bit  of  land,  if  procured,  would  last  for 
years. 

To  my  successor  I  leave  the  following  hints  of  what  is 
needed  to  equip  the  District  properly  :  — 

1st.— A  central  boarding-school  for  boys  with  buildings 
for  tuitional  purposes  united  to  a  large  church  building  on 
the  edge  of  the  bazaar.  I  estimate  such  a  plant  would  cost 
thirty  or  forty  thousand  rupees. 

2nd. —  A  church  building  in  each  of  five  circuit  head-quar- 
ters now  not  supplied.  I  estimate  these  to  cost  Rs.  1,000  each. 

3rd.  —  The  girls'  boarding  school  to  be  enlarged  by  the 
extension  of,  at  least,  500  feet  of  wall  and  the  addition  of 
teachers'  dormitories  and  a  room  for  the  sick.  A  well  for 
drinking  water  is  a  great  desideratum.  The  entire  number  of 
boarders  now  depend  for  drinking  and  bath  water  on  a  single 
old  man  who  carries  it  to  them  every  hour  in  a  leather  sack. 
A  suita'jle  v.^eil  will  cost  500  to  1,000  rupees. 

ith. — A  bungalow  is  needed  for  the  home  of  a  laJy  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  This  will  cost 
L^s  6,000  or  Rs.  8,n00  Such  an  addition  to  the  working  staff 
is  greatly  needed 

5i/i.  -We  have,  in  ownership,  ground  sufficient  for  the 
purposes  of  the  girls'  school  and  for  the  ladies'  bungalow. 

Qth.  —  A  grant  is  needed  for  the  expenses  of  a  summer 
school  for  the  lower  grade  of  teachers  and  helpers.  In  order 
to  the  better  training  of  our  workers,  it  has  been  the  aim  of 
the  missionary  to  keep  sending  some  uncertificated  man  to 
the  Theoiogicai  school  each  year,  and  each  year  to  receive 
back  some  of  those  who  have  completed  the  course.  Tdis 
year  we  expect  back  one  of  our  trained  men,  and  we  have  then 
left  at  least  four  still  following  the  course  of  study.  Several 
recommendations  have  been  voted  for  other  candidates  to  go 
in  1909. 

The  outlook  of  our  work  is,  on  the  whole,  full  of  hope. 
I  now  add  some  items  concerning  each  of  the  circuits 
separately, 
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Bashta  Circuit.

'  Tbe  work  in  this  circuit  has  been  well  kept  up  by  the 
preacher-in-charge,  assisted  by  his  venerable  father.  In  no 
other  circuit  do  we  find  so  many  stable  Christians.  At 
Bashta  village  the  services  are  well  attended,  for  the  people 
have  learned  to  come  to  Church  and  do  so  as  a  duty.  On  the 
visit  pf  the  District  Superintendent  the  little  chapel  is  always 
crowded  The  non-Christian  neighbours  are  very  friendly. 
The  Sikh  work  is  specially  to  be  praised,  for  the  people  are 
giving  up  such  old  customs  as  prevented  Christiau  progress, 
and  both  in  mfirriage  ceremonies  and  burials  they  follow 
Christian  customs.  Pour  christian  marriages  occurred  and 
eleven  burials,  all  according  to  Disciplinary  requirements.  A 
school  was  well  maintained  during  the  year  at  Bashta  with 
fifteen  pupils,  the  teacher  being  a  certificated  man.  Several 
deaths  occurred  among  our  people  ;  one  of  our  best  preach- 
ers here  was  greatly  afflicted  in  the  loss  of  his  wife. 
Chandpur  continues  to  be  the  preacher-in-charge's  head- 
quarters. It  is  the  one  large  town  on  the  circuit,  and 
although  occupation  was  elfected  after  many  difficulties,  it 
is  full  of  promise. 


An  attempt  was  made  this  year  to  station  a  Christian 
preacher  in  the  heart  of  the  city.    It  was  done;  but  death 
visiting  the  family  was  such  an  affliction  that,  burdened 
.With  grief,  the  preacher  left  the  city  and  returned  to  the 
./Mission  premises  to  live.    One  benefit  which  resulted  from 
■  the  family's  living  in  the  city  was,  that  it  became  the  nucleus 
for  a  Christian  service  and  while  they  stayed,  preaching 
^.  was  held  either  there  or  in  one  of  three  other  places  every 
'  'Sabbath,  so  that  four  preaching  places  were  opened  as  the 
//result  of  this  brother's  self-denial    The  plan   must  again 
/'  be  utiUzed     Bazaar-preaching  is  regularly  kept  up  once  a 
.  week  and  a  Mohulla  prayer  meeting  once  a  week.    The  heart 
of  the  city  must  be  occupied  again. 

The  usual  series  of  services  on  Sunday  (morning  and 
.evening),  with  the  week  day  prayer-meeting  and  Epworth 
'Leagues  (Junior  and  Senior),  are  held  in  the  girls'  school 
chapel  regularly.

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The  need  of  a  city  chapel  is  still  to  be  emphasized.  Ganj, 
with  its  neighbourhood,  became  again  a  part  of  this  circuit  as 
it  had  been  a  few  years  ago  A  large  mela  (or  fair)  is  regu- 
larly held  here,  and  the  opportunity  to  present  the  Gospel  is 
is  not  lost,  for  our  preachers  in  force  attend  and  preach  while 
it  lasts.  A  young  Mohammedan,  in  Government  employ- 
ment, who  in  childhood  had  really  given  his  heart  to  Christ, 
keeps  visiting  us.  He  has  not  yet  been  baptized,  but  i^  quite 
willing  to  be,  and  only  waits  to  bring  his  wife  wiih  him.  He 
is  reading  the  Holy  Scriptures  and  committing  to  memory 
the  Lord's  Prayer  and  otber  Scripture  texts.  We  are  pray- 
ing for  guidance  for  him  that  be  may  keep  the  service  he  has 
and  also  his  employment. 

In  the  Church  here  seventeen  persons  were  received  into 
full  connection  during  the  year  and  fourteen  were  received 
on  probation, 

H  B.  Mitchell  and  his  assistants  have  done  very  satisfac- 
tory work  during  the  year. 

We  need  permission  to  use  for  burial  purposes  a  couple 
of  Wghas  of  grave-yard  land  outside  the  cemetery  wall. 


This  circuit  is  20  kos  long  and  12  kos  broad,  and  contains 
six  sub-circuits.  A  total  of  one  hundred  and  seven  villages 
are  visited  by  the  workers.  There  are  now  a  number  of 
persons  ready  for  baptism.  Seven  persons  were  advanced 
to  full  membership,  and  nine  professed  to  bo  converted. 
Sabbath  services  are  held  in  fourteen  places  with  an  aver- 
age attendance  of  824  persons.  Pa/.!  Masih  has  faithfully 
attended  to  the  work,  and  although  his  out-stations  are 
separated  by  a  number  of  rivers,  making  them  difficult  of 
access,  he  has  not  neglected  them.  Debt  has  burdened  one 
of  his  chief  workers;  this  man  pays  out  in  interest  just 
half  of  his  own  monthly  salary  to  his  creditors.  The  only 
excuse  for  it  is  that  he  has  suffered  a  good  deal  in  sickness 
and  his  children  are  many.  In  this  circuit,  also,  one  of  the 
local  preachers  was  bereaved  of  his  wife.  He  has  our 
sincere  sympathy. 

In  temporal  affairs  people  suffered  m  the  severe  scarcity 
and  high  prices  of  food,  and  yet  the  call  for  collections  has 
been  fairly  responded  to.  A  colporteur,  in  this  circuit,  has 
sold  during  the  year  19  Bibles,  30  New  Testaments,  700 
portions  of  Scripture,  and  between  two  and  three  thousand 
tracts  have  been  distributed.

One  sub-circuit,  namely,  Ganj,  belonging  to  this  charge 
last  year,  was  this  year  transferred  back  to  Bijnor  Circuit, 
where  it  formerly  belonged,  thas  making  a  better  division 
of  the  membership  of  the  two  circuits.  Under  many  disad- 
vantages and  short  of  help,  the  preacher-in-charge  has  con- 
tinued to  exhibit  great  energy,  and  his  roll  of  baptisms  is 
large.  One  important  town,  the  home  of  a  Rajah,  needs  to 
be  occupied  at  once  by  a  qualified  preacher  Both  Nihtor 
and  Jhalu  are  towns  where  we  expect  much  fruit.  In  Jhalu 
many  Ghamars  seem  ready  for  baptism. 


The  preacher-in-charge  of  this  place  died  in  the  middle 
of  the  year.  He  was  advanced  in  years  and  very  faithful  in 
his  work.  He  knew  the  secret  of  fellowship  with  Christ  and 
did  his  best  to  train  the  little  church  under  his  charge.  A 
son  of  his  who  labors  in  another  district,  is  now  a  member 
of  Conference  The  new  preacher-in  charge  began  his  work 
in  June  and  has  carried  it  on  with  vigor,  being  a  man  much 
younger  in  years  than  his  predecessor.  In  no  other  single 
circuit  have  we  had  so  many  baptisms,  the  number  being 
seventy-one.  The  new  preacher  in-charge  has  not  been  re- 
inforced as  the  opening  in  the  work  deserves.  He  is  a 
Deacon,  and  is  now  recommended  for  Elder's  Orders. 


One  of  our  oldest  ministers,  who  for  many  years  has 
served  the  church  as  an  Elder  and  preacher-in-charge,  will 
probably  retire  at  the  coming  conference  He  will  be  suc- 
ceeded by  a  younger  man. 

Brother  Merrill  has  had  a  long  and  useful  life,  and  has 
always  borne  an  unimpeachable  character;  but  of  late  he  has 
several  times  been,  through  sickness,  near  to  death.  The 
circuit  has  nine  workers,  five  of  whom  are  men,

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The  proceeds  of  our  Jubilee  collection  were  voted  to  this 
circuit  to  build  a  chapel.  Already  a  quantity  of  bricljs  are 
on  the  ground,  and  iron  girders  purchased  in  Calcutta  are 
tbere  too  A  plan  of  the  church  proposed  is  in  hand,  but 
only  half  the  money  necessary  has  been  collected. 

In  this  town  the  Mission  has  long  occupied  a  property 
which  we  rent  from  Government  at  an  annual  cost  of  Rs.  12 
only.  1  applied  to  Government  for  permission  to  build  the 
chapel  on  ground  outside  our  enclosure.  In  his  docket  No. 
1019/XVII— 81,  dated  22nd  January,  i908,  the  Magistrate 
said  that  the  plot  required  (for  a  chapel)  appears  to  be  al- 
ready included  in  the  lease  held  by  the  Mission  Also,  in 
docket  No,  83,  dated  30th  April,  1908,  I  was  given  permission 
by  the  District  Board  to  erect  the  chapel.  I  hope  this  will 
soon  be  done. 


There  are  four  small  appointments  connected  vvith  this 
circuit,  namely,  Najibabad  City,  Nagal,  Tisota,  and  Chandan- 
pur. 

The  work  makes  progress.  Two  Christian  marriages 
took  place  by  Christian  rites  In  sickness  the  people  resort 
to  prayer  and  beg  the  minister  to  pray  for  them.  When  the 
preacher-in-charge  was  holding  services  among  the  low 
castes,  the  higher  caste  people  sent  a  messenger  to  call  him, 
saying,  "  Preach  the  Gospel  also  to  us,''  and  he  went  After 
hearing,  they  said,  "The  Christian  religion  is  the  true  relig- 
ion." One  whole  family,  not  yet  baptized,  among  those 
higher  castes,  is  really  a  Christian  family  in  all  respects, 
except  baptism.  A  youth  was  very  sick  and  a  devotee  visit- 
ed him  and  said  became  to  bring  a  de&/ (goddess)  to  cure 
him.  The  lad  replied  respectfully,  "  Please  go  away  from 
me,  Jesus  Christ  will  cure  me  "  It  was  in  this  circuit  a 
number  of  men  were  baptized  without  their  wives  This 
year  the  church  was  gladdened  by  the  baptism  of  five  of  the 
wives.  Here,  too,  a  dear  brother  was  bereaved  of  his  wife. 
Mrs.  Gill  personally  visited  the  town  and  took  this  woman 
with  her  for  treatment  to  the  Bareilly  Mission  Hospital,  but 
she  had  one  of  the  worst  kinds  of  incurable  consumption 
and  soon  returned  home  and  died.  The  Nats,  of  Chandanpur, 
continue  to  excite  great  interest,  and  they  promise  to  be 
true  followers  of  Christ.  Several  of  their  girls  are  in  our 
boarding-school  in  Bijnor.  C  Shipley  is  still  in  charge  of 
the  Najibabad  Circuit.

This  circuit  bas  had  another  good  year.  The  baptisms 
have  not  been  many.  Because  of  famine  and  sicljness  with 
which  the  country  was  afflicted,  there  have  been  many  hin- 
drances 

In  the  late  plague  this  city  had  an  excess  of  mortality. 
Government  carried  out  at  great  expense  an  extensive  system 
of  masonry  drainage,  improving  the  conditions  of  living.  It 
is  one  of  the  few  more  important  centers,  and  needs  to  be 
well  manned  and  well  worked.  The  preacher-in  charge, 
JohnNetram,  and  his  wife,  have  been,  as  usual,  very  ener- 
getic and  careful  in  their  work  and  looking  well  after  their 
people.  We  have  three  experienced  local  preachers  at  three 
important  points  of  the  circuit,  and  we  have  every  reason  to 
consider  the  work  as  hopeful  and  successful.  Ninety-two 
villages  are  visited  and  of  these  sixty-six  have  Christians  in 
them.  Sabbath  services  are  held  in  ten  centers,  with  a  total 
attendance  of  240  souls.  All  the  collections  have  been  taken 
and,  notwithstanding  the  famine,  something  has  been  col- 
lected toward  the  work  from  the  membership,  although  they 
are  very  poor. 


There  is  no  more  hopeful  work  on  the  district  than  that 
at  Nurpur.  The  Chamars  in  one  place  appear  ready  to  be 
baptized  in  a  body.  They  have  been  really  won  by  the  faith- 
fulness of  the  preachers  who  lived  among  them,  giving  them 
constant  instruction  in  the  spiritual  life.  All  the  agencies  in 
use  among  us  are  found  here  :  Sunday  schools,  day-schools, 
meZa  preaching  and  Sabbath  services. 

There  are  real  inquirers  also  among  the  better  classes, 
and  the  preacher  and  his  family  live  exemplary  lives 
which  daily  impresses  their  neighbours.  One  of  the  most 
useful  men  we  have,  had  to  be  transferred  to  fill  a  vacancy 
caused  by  death,  but  in  his  place  a  graduate  of  the  Theolog- 
ical Seminary,  a  useful  man,  has  taken  up  the  work  and 
carries  it  on  successfully.  Here  also  is  another  preacher 
oppressed  by  debt.  He  is  a  useful  and  energetic  man,  but 
he  has  failed  in  adjusting  his  finances,  it  seems  difficult 
for  some  of  these  men  to  learn  to  live  within  their  income.

The  preacher-in-charge  sees  signs  of  progress  in 
the  readiness  with  which  ihe  people  join  in  regular  ser- 
vices. This  is  a  hopeful  sign,  for  regular  attendance  at 
God's  worship  is  itself  a  training,  both  in  knowledge  of  the 
Christian  life  and  in  the  blessings  that  result  ^from  assem- 
bling together  for  worship.  There  is  a  great  deticiency  of 
help  here,  one  of  the  principal  preachers  having  gone -to  take 
a  Theological  training.  He  wiil  return  in  one  year  more  and 
the  circuit  will  be  greatly  strengthened  by  his  training-ln  the 
Seminary,  Sixty  lo  seventy  people  gather  for  services  in  a 
single  7/2^ and  they  like  to  come. 

In  one  congregation  a  man,  named  Chhuni,  stood  ^p.and 
said,  I  have  long  believed  in  Christ,  i  promise  to  abandon 
all  idolatrous  customs  and  to  follow  Christian  ways.  Please 
baptize  me  now."  Padri  Bansi  Dhar  baptized  him  on  the 
spot.    We  have  hopeful  work  here  among  the  "  Nat  log.'' 

Sahispur  is  on  this  circuit  and  a  very  faithful  and  reli- 
able local  elder  and  his  wife  have  a  good  work.  While  I 
write  the  family  are  afflicted  with  sickness,  but  I  hope  it  is 
only  temporary. 


Budaon  District. 

Wm.  Peters,  District  Super  in  lendent.-^T^he  year  has 
closed  amidst  very  great  diiiiculties  and  troubles  ;vbut, 
on  the  other  hand,  when  we  perceive  the  help  of  the  grace 
of  God  in  our  midst,  we  forget  all  our  difficulties..  The 
famine  has  prevailed  during  the  year, .  and  is  still  present. 
Small-pox,  plague,  and  a  virulent  fevG3?  from  which 
thousands  have  perished,  have  also  been  prevalent.  The 
effect  of  all  these  has  been  very  noticeable  among  our  Christ- 
ians, many  of  whom  have  been  called  to  their  heavenly  rest. 
Malarial  fever  has  also  attacked  our  workers,  both  men  and 
women,  in  this  district,  and  the  boys  and  girls  in  boarding- 
schools  as  well.    But  it  is  a  cause  of  great  thankfulness 
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that  none  of  our  workers  has  died  from  this  visitation.  This 
is  manifestly  a  Divine  providence,  which  we  cannot  under- 
stand. We  cannot  but  believe  that  He  has  iiept  us  alive  to 
show  forth  His  own  glory,  and  therefore  with  all  oui*  hearts 
we  are  eager  to  prosecute  His  service.  Up  to  the  present 
the  disease  has  a  hold  on  the  country  districts. 

The  special  revival  meetings,  which  were  appointed  for 
the  month  of  November,  were  very  successfully  carried 
on.  In  one  or  two  places  the  glory  of  the  Lord  was 
especially  manifested,  and  there  is  evidence  of  great  spiritu- 
al blessing  and  growth.  The  revival  began  at  our  Dis- 
trict Conference,  at  that  time  our  workers  were  wonderfully 
inspired  and  transformed  and  received  special  preparation 
and  fitness  for  carrying  on  these  meetings,  and  the  grace  of 
God  was  poured  out  on  the  Christians  living  in  the  city. 

Bishop  P  W.  Warne,  Dr  W.  A.  Mansell,  and  a  success- 
ful evangelist,  Mr.  Bailey,  a  Presbyterian  Missionary  of 
Waiiirabad,  Punjab,  preached  and  gave  doctrinal  instruction 
which  will  long  remain  in  the  hearts  of  those  who  heard. 
We  have  learned  from  these  that  simple  instruclion  and 
short  sermons  are  very  effectual  in  reaching  the  hearts  of 
our  people,  and  we  are  heartily  thankful  to  these  gentlemen 
—  they  have  given  us  a  new  preparation  and  titness  for  the 
service  of  Christ. 

In  these  days  special  religious  services  are  being  con- 
ducted with  great  earnestness.  It  is  evident  that  the 
Christians  of  this  land  as  well  as  those  of  other  lands  are 
being  filled  with  the  blessings  of  grace.  Miss  Ruddick  held 
specia'  meetings  for  about  two  weeks.  In  one  village  where 
special  services  were  being  held,  there  v\7as  a  Christian 
who  had  quarrelled  with  his  wife  and  driven  her  from  his 
home  and  taking  her  children  from  her  by  force  kept  pos- 
session of  them.  The  reason  was  that  she  had  taken  ten 
rupees  from  her  husband  and  given  them  to  some  one  else 
and  could  not  recover  them.  But  when  the  fire  of  divine 
grace  began  to  burn  in  his  heart,  he  freely  forgave  her,  and 
now  there  is  peace  and  harmony  in  that  house 

In  this  very  village  last  year  there  was  an  old  Christian 
who  had  been  converted  from  among  the  Chamars.  He 
apostatized  and  tried  to  get  admitted  again  into  his  caste. 
He  spent  about  three  hundred  rupees,  and  gave  a  great 
feast,  but  the  only  result  was  that  all  the  men  who  ate  with 
him  at  the  feast  were  put  out  of  caste,  and  a  little  while 
after  three  other  families  from  that  community  accepted 
Christ,  and  there  is  now  hope  that  all  the  Chamars  in  that 
village  will  become  Christians.  By  such  strange  provi- 
dences does  God  at  times  accomplish  His  work  and  manifest 
His  glory. 
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To  the  extent  that  our  strenoflh  and  health  permitted,  we 
have  prosecuted  the  work.  Temporarily  the  people  are  in 
very  straitened  circumstances,  but  are  improving  sjaritual- 
ly.  There  is  a  pressing  need  of  primary  schools  in  this 
district.  There  should  be  at  least  forty  such  schools  or  five 
in  each  circuit  in  order  to  provide  for  spiritual  and  intellec- 
tual progress.  There  is  htiLe  hop^e  of  much  progress  under 
existing  conditions.  1  have  during  the  year  visited  each 
circuit  three  or  four  times.  It  is  evident  from  tlie  re- 
ports heard  that  there  are  openings  in  all  castes  ;  their 
hearts  are  opening  to  the  truth,  both  among  the  men  and  in 
the  zenanas. 

There  are  two  boarding-schools  in  this  district,  one  for 
girls  and  one  for  boys,  with  98  girls  and  77  boys  attending. 
This  work  is  very  satisfactory.  Many  of  these  pupils  have 
consecrated  themselves  for  Christian  service  and  give 
much  help  in  spiritual  meetings.  The  Sunday-schools  and 
Epworth  Leagues  are  also  doing  good  work,  and  the  people 
are  much  interested  in  them.  Temperance  meetings  are 
also  held  from  time  to  time,  which  area  source  of  great 
profit  to  the  people 

In  October  last  a  family  with  two  children  were  baptiz- 
ed from  among  the  Kayasths  and  are  continuing  firm  in 
their  faith,  and  we  have  hopes  that  after  they  have  been 
fully  indoctrinated  they  will  become  good  workers  for 
Christ. 

Miss  Ruddick  is  very  earnest  in  conducting  evangelistic 
meetings  and  cheerfully  enduring  all  difficulties  in  her  ser- 
vice for  the  glory  of  Christ. 

Miss  Wright  also  helps  constantly  in  this  work,  espe- 
cially among  her  own  girls,  striving  to  light  the  spiritual 
flame  in  their  hearts  and  to  keep  them  faithful.  The  exami- 
nation results  this  3^ear  especially  were  not  as  good  as 
we  had  hoped,  but  we  expect  better  results  next  time.  The 
Government  Inspector  was  well  pleased  with  the  attend- 
ance and  exami'^ation  results,  and  general  arrangements 
of  the  boys'  school  and  increased  the  Government  grant-in- 
aid  seventeen  rupees  per  month.  We  are  trying  to  advance 
the  school  to  the  High  School  standard.  We  hope  to  accom- 
plish this  with  the  help  of  the  Lord. 

There  was  considerable  sickness  in  the  boys'  school,  but 
Miss  B.  Peters,  a  voluntary  worker,  cared  for  their  bodily 
and  spiritual  interests  so  faithfully,  that  not  one  boy  was 
lost.  Miss  Wright  and  Miss  Ruddick  also  were  most  sym- 
pathetic and  helpful  in  their  care  of  the  sick  in  the  com- 
pound and  in  the  mohullas.  We  are  also  heartily  grateful 
to  Miss  Dr.  Gimson  for  coming  frequently  from  Bareilly  for 
medical  treatment  for  our  people.    We  are  not  at  this  time 
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able  to  state  the  full  results  of  the  November  revival  cam- 
paign, but  we  hope  later  on  to  do  so.  Our  prayer  is  that 
God  may  put  the  seal  of  His  approval  upon  our  service  and 
fit  us  for  more  perfect  eervice  in  the  future. 


Garhwal  District. 

J.  H.  Messmore,  Superintendent  — Mission  work  oi  diXij 
kind  has  been  an  uphill  business  in  Garhwal  during  the  year 
1908,  because  the  struggle  for  daily  bread  has  been  virtually 
the  one  interest  in  life  everywhere  and  among  all  sorts  of 
people.  Pood  has  been  three  times  the  normal  price  ;  and 
being  as  scarce  as  it  was  dear,  mission  worker^,  like  other 
people,  have  had  to  spend  much  of  their  time  going  hither 
and  thither  in  search  of  food.  The  preacher  at  Kainur,  for 
instance,  brought  food  for  his  family  from  a  Government 
grain  depot,  forty  miles  distant,  and  six  days  was  the 
shortest  time  in  which  the  round  trip  could  be  made.  Not 
only  were  the  time  and  labours  of  mission  worlis  pre- 
occupied, but  tbe  economic  condition  of  the  district  made 
touring  impracticable  on  account  of  the  expense,  and  also  the 
impossibility  of  procuring  supplies.  In  September  tlie 
Superintendent  held  the  Uikhwali  quarterly  conference  al  a 
place  sixteen  miles  from  district  head-quarters.  Be  had  to 
send  flour,  riceand  pulse  for  two  meals  for  the  members  of 
the  conference,  and  also  to  take  food  for  himself  and  gi  ain  for 
his  horse.  In  the  severe  struggle  for  daily  bread  other  and 
higher  interests  are  forgotten.  Hunger  and  poverty  some 
times  bring  men  nearer  God,  but  generally  it  is  not  of  much 
use  to  preach  the  gospel  to  men  whose  families  are  naked 
and  hungry. 

Nevertheless,  in  spite  of  almost  insurmountable  difficul- 
ties and  hindrances,  caused  by  famine  now  in  its  second  year 
and  threatening  to  continue  into  the  third  year,  there  has 
been  much  faithful  work  done  and  in  many  places  are  en- 
couraging signs  of  progress.  The  spiritual  condition  of  the 
mission  agents  continues  to  be  very  satisfactory  ;  harmony, 
zeal,  aggressive  purpose  and  expectation  of  fruit  characterize 
the  body  of  workers.  Much  has  been  done  towards  bringing 
back  the  comparatively  large  number  of  lapsed  Christians 
found  in  many  of  our  villages.  In  several  places  candidates 
for  baptism  are  reported  ;  along  the  pilgrim  routes  are  also  a 
number  of  inquirers,  not,  however,  from  among  the  pilgrims, 
but  from  the  permanent  residents  At  Srinagar,  the  most 
important  town  of  the  district,  the  new  missionhouse  is  ap- 
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proaching  completioQ.  The  intelligenti  and  earnest  young 
worker  in  charge  of  the  work  at  Sriiiagar  is  gaining  influence 
among  all  classes  of  people,  and  the  work  at  Srinagar  is 
more  promising  than  at  any  time  since  old  Srinagar  was  de- 
stroyed by  the  bursting  of  the  Gohna  Lake  barrier  nearly 
twenty  years  ago  Dogadda  was  a  famine  grain  depot  more 
than  six  months  of  the  year.  This  brought  hundreds  to  the 
vary  doors  of  the  mission  house  there,  and  the  zealous  band 
of  workers  gave  themselves  fully  to  the  service  of  giving  the 
bread  of  life  to  those  who  came  for  the  bread  that  perisheth. 
The  spiritual  condition  of  the  Church  at  Pauri,  the  district 
head-quarters,  has  been  very  encouraging.  A  number  of 
Christian  young  men,  teachers  in  the  high  school,  are  becom- 
ing greatly  interested  in  the  evangelization  of  GarhwaL 
Seven  of  the  number  are  local  preachers  or  exhorters,  and 
during  the  November  campaign,  wrought  earnestly  for  the 
spreading  of  the  Gospel  and  the  upbuilding  of  the  Kingdom 
of  Christ. 

Some  districts  of  Garhwal  were  scourged  by  cholera  as 
well  as  by  famine.  Early  in  August  the  Superintendent  re- 
ceived a  letter  from  the  little  son  of  a  local  preacher  living 
twenty  miles  distant,  "  Father  is  lying  dead  in  the  house," 
so  the  letter  ran,  "  mother  and  little  brother  and  I  are  sitting 
crying;  no  one  will  come  near  us  because  it  is  cholera.  Send 
some  one  to  bury  father  and  help  us."  When  help  reached 
the  unfortunate  family,  the  writer  of  the  letter  had  already 
died  of  cholera  and  his  mother  had  thrown  the  body  into  a 
ravine,  and  she  herself,  partly  recovered  from  an  attacii  of 
the  same  disease,  was  found  with  the  remaining  child  crouch- 
ing half  demented  in  a  stable  near  by.  This  sad  affair  demon- 
strated the  necessity  of  placing  at  least  two  men  where  our 
work  is  among  a  purely  non -Christian  community. 

Our  high  school  is  larger  than  even  before.  Within  the 
past  two  years  the  local  Government  has  spent  some  twenty 
thousand  rupees  in  constructing  hostels  and  play-ground 
for  the  Hindu  students,  w^ho  come  from  all  parts  of  Garhwal 
to  attend  the  Mission  School.  The  village  schools  have  not 
done  well.  Famine  and  fever  have  been  too  much  for  them. 
Education  in  these  schools  is  free  ;  but  the  parents  need  the 
services  of  the  children  for  the  field  work  and  grazing,  and 
it  is  impossible  to  get  more  than  a  very  few  boys  to  attend 
school.  As  for  the  girls  ;  women  and  girls  in  Garhwal  are 
beasts  of  burden  ;  work  is  their  destiny,  why  send  them  to 
school  ?  The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  girls' 
boarding-school  is  well  filled.  This  year,  for  the  first  time, 
Garhwal  has  had  the  services  of  a  Woman's  F'oreign  Mission- 
ary Society  Missionary  evangelist.  The  workers  every  where 
have  co-operated  heartily,  and  no  department  of  mission  work 
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on  the  distiict  justifies  its  own  existence  more  than  that  of 
the  district  evaogelist. 

Garhwal  district  work  is  sadiy  crippled  for  want  of 
larger  appropriations  We  have  neither  churches,  school- 
houses,  mission  houses,  nor  itinerating  funds  at  all  commen- 
surate with  our  needs.  Our  men  are  sent  out  to  make  brick 
without  straw.  And  once  more  the  writer  of  this  report  puts 
on  record  his  profound  regret  that  the  Missionary  Society 
approves  a  system  of  expansion  which  makes  it  absolutely 
impossible  to  provide  suitable  plant  for  its  older  work. 


Gonda  District. 

N.  L.  ROCKEY,  District  Svperintendent. — Six  native  mem- 
bers of  conference  :  S.  Phillip,  S.  Wheeler,  J  P.  Samuel,  J. 
S  Samuel,  F.  Wittke,  J.  W.  Norton;  seven  ordained  local 
preachers,  four  unordained  local  preachers.  We  attempt 
to  minister  to  a  territory  covering  5,436  square  miles  con- 
taining i:, 454, 542  people  Striking  an  average,  it  is  evident 
that  each  of  our  workers,  counting  those  of  every  grade,  has 
as  his  share  of  the  population  72,190  non-Christians  living 
in  108  square  miles  He  could  not  visit  each  of  his  num ber 
of  villages  once  a  month  by  any  manner  of  means.  With 
this  force  at  our  disposal  the  evangelization  of  Gonda- Bah- 
raich  is  yet  far  away.  Most  of  our  workers  are  inefficient, 
but  Ihey  are  good,  clean  men  and,  being  the  best  available, 
are  kept  at  their  posts.  A  few  better  educated  workers  with 
the  swing  of  conquest  to  act  as  leaders  could  utilize  every 
one  of  these  workers  to  gi  eater  advantage.  Our  pieacliers 
are  so  widely  separated,  face  such  contumely  and  odds  in  ( p- 
position,  that  many  of  them  have  lost  heart.  There  are  Bible - 
readers  who  have  not  seen  an  intelligent  Christian  woman's 
face  for  about  two  years.  She  has  had  to  depend  on  her 
husband  and  the  District  Superintendent  for  occasional 
glimpses  of  the  outer  world.  How  can  such  people  keep  the 
swing  of  victory  in  their  hearts  !  It's  easy  to  say,  "  Cheer 
up,"  but  even  Elijah  lost  heart  when  it  seemed  to  him  that 
he  was  alone  in  Israel,  though  he  knew  that  God  was  on  the 
throne  and  that  less  than  two  days'  journey  away  over  the 
mountain  footpaths  there  was  a  whole  nation  of  God-fearing 
people.  1  have  more  sympathy  than  censure  for  the  worker 
who  under  such  circumstances  works  with  a  lack  of  will  and 
is  almost  fruitless.  1  regard  him  as  the  victim  of  a  mistaken 
policy  — a  policy  of  spreading  out  thin  over  ail  creation  rather 
than  of  concentrating  efforts  on  territories  for  which  Gocl 
originally  made  us  responsible. 
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This  has  been  the  hardest  of  oar  twenty-f  )ar  years  of 
Indian  life,  beaiase  oar  people  have  been  so  distressed  and 
the  nervous  tension  of  relieving  them  and  being  jast  under 
trying  circu  cQstances  was  one  that  few  sympathetic  natures 
could  stand  and  not  brea'j  under.      v'e  had  epidemic  plague, 
small  pox  and  cholera  to  face,  besides  malaria  and  the  very 
severe  famine  conditions    which  fell  heavier  on  Gonda- 
Bahraich  than  any  other   portion  of  India  as  evidenced  by 
Government  figures  and  operations.    For  several  months 
this  year  one  out  of  every  six  in  Bahraich,  and  in  Gonda, 
one  out  of  every  eight  of  the  population,  were  on  relief  works 
or  a  subject  of  Government  charity.    All  praise  to  this  great 
Government  for  its  unstinted  and  impartial  help  in  this 
time  of  distress. 

Our  lower-paid  workers,  both  Government  and  private, 
suffered  more  than  any  other  class.  They  had  no  means  of 
bringing  up  their  income  to  their  needs  for  food  only,  and 
could  not  leave  their  employment  for  relief  service.  The 
difficulties  have  not  yet  passed  away,  for  our  territory  had 
rain  only  intermittently  and  in  spots.  Rice  is  a  failure  and 
few  other  grains  were  produced  in  more  than  half  the 
territory,  and  what  we  have  is  being  drained  off  towards 
Bengal.  Relief  works  are  open  at  places.  Under  such 
circumstances  it  is  a  wonder  that  any  progress  is  made.  The 
spiritual  results  are  not  what  we  had  hoped  for.  Famine 
years  are  not  good  evangelistic  ones.  People  distracted  and 
scatiiered,  are  less  disposed  to  listen.  "  Hungry  people 
want  bread,  not  preaching  "  They  said  to  our  workers, 
"  While  you  sing  and  preach,  we  starve  !  "  But  the  year 
has  not  been  fruitless.  Exercising  care  as  to  whom  we 
accepted,  we  have  baptized  162  from  the  non-Christian 
communities  among  whom  we  labor.  The  boys'  boarding 
quarters,  substantial  and  pucca,  are  ready  for  fifty  boys 
and  free  of  debt.  Thirty  five  boys  are  in  our  boarding- 
school,  and  Miss  Hoge  has  101  girls  on  her  roll.  Every  out- 
station  has  been  visited  several  times.  Five  bands  of 
workers  were  out  the  whole  of  November,  generally  far 
afield.  In  Kaisarganj  a  chapel  was  built  of  good  material  at 
a  cost  of  Rs.  700.  Only  rupees  seventy-five  of  which  was  given 
by  the  Mission,  and  it  was  dedicated  without  debt.  There  are 
other  evidences  of  signal  success  and  promise.  We  have  had 
all  the  money  we  could  wisely  use,  unless  we  can  increase 
our  staff  of  workers  with  worthy  labourers.  God's  grace  has 
abounded  through  all  these  trying  scenes,  and  we  were  cheer- 
ed with  a  large  District  conference  and  camp-meeting,  in 
which  the  attendance  was  385,  representing  every  part  of 
oar  field,  except  the  Tharu  contingent.  Brethren,  lejoice 
with  us. 
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Kumaon  District. 

S.  S  Dease,  Sicperiritendent.—KumRon  has  experienced 
the  most  trying  year  in  the  memory  of  the  oldest  inhabitant. 
This  is  especially  true  of  the  western  portion  of  the  district. 
Thft  suffering  from  famine  and  epidemics  has  been  very 
great.  Thanks  to  the  help  received  from  kind  donors  the 
missionaries  have  been  able  to  help  the  Government  in  its 
effort  to  save  the  people.  In  Dwarahat  large  numbers  of  the 
poorest  class  were  kept  employed  on  buildings  under  con- 
struction, and  this  has  made  all  clas  es  more  friendly  and 
interested  in  the  work  of  the  Mission.  After  years  of  waiting 
we  were  able  to  complete  a  house  for  the  ladies  laboring,  in 
this  station.  The  branch  of  the  Theological  Seminary, 
located  in  Dwarahat,  has  now  its  own  building  for  the  stu- 
dents. The  outlook  for  successful  work  was  never  brighter 
in  this  part  of  Kumaon. 

Pithoragarh  is  rejoicing  in  once  again  hiiving  a  mission- 
ary of  the  parent  board  stationed  there,  a  privilege  not 
enjoyed  for  nearly  twenty  years.  Dr.  Oorpron  has  taken 
hold  of  the  work  with  enthusiasm  and  hopes  to  make  changes 
that  will  add  greatly  to  its  efficiency.  During  the  summer 
months  a  successful  summer  school  has  been  carried  on  by 
the  staff  of  missionaries.  This  was  made  possible  by  the 
liberality  of  Miss  Neeld.  of  Grafton,  Penn.,  to  whom  this  sta- 
tion owes  a  great  debt  of  gratitude.  Dr.  Corpron  is  organizing 
a  medical  class  of  young  men  and  w^omen,  who  after  complet- 
ing their  studies  will  enter  on  private  practice,  and  while  sup- 
porting themselves,  will,  it  is  hoped,  be  active  missionaries. 
Naini  Tal  has  had  an  epidemic  of  enteric  fever  continued  for 
months  with  disastrous  results  to  some  of  the  schools.  The 
pupils  in  our  schools,  however,  were  wonderfully  preserved, 
due  largely  to  the  excellent  care  taken  of  them  by  those  in 
charge.  Wellesley  and  Philander  Smith  College  have  been  well 
attended,  and  have  done  the  successful  work  which  is  always 
looked  for  from  these  schools.  The  English  Church  was  unfor- 
tunately deprived  of  the  services  of  G.  W.  Briggs,  who  was 
transferred  to  the  Reid  Christian  College.  Vf.  A.  Revis,  bis 
successor,  tilled  the  position  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  congre- 
gation. The  Bhabar  and  Tarai  part  of  this  district  has  taken 
on  new  life  by  being  made  a  separate  circuit  There  have  been 
more  baptisms  there  than  in  any  other  section.  The  town  of 
Ramnagger  is  once  more  occupied  by  us,  and  the  Government 
has  encouraged  us  by  allowing  the  use  of  a  building  free  of 
rent.  The  famine  everywhere  in  this  districthas  distractedthe 
attention  of  the  people,  and  it  has  been  difficult  to  get  them  to 
think  of  anything  beyond  their  wants  ;  however,  the  mission- 
aries in  their  efforts  to  help  the  distressed  have  not  failed  to 
give  them  instruction,  that  has  resulted  in  some  conversions. 
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Moradabad  District. 

L.  A.  Core,  District  Superintendent.— This  year  has  been 
especially  characterized  by  two  things.  The  first  was  the 
famine.  This  had  its  beginning  in  the  partial  failure  of  lUe 
wheat  crop  of  last  year,  and  the  failure  of  the  monsoon  a  few 
months  later  completed  the  work.  For  a  year  all  food  grains 
have  been  at  top  famine  prices,  and  though  this  year  a  good 
fall  crop  is  being  harvested,  the  prices  are  slill  away  -above 
normal  '  '  > 

The  famine  has  been  one  of  the  severest  in  years,  yet, 
remarkable  to  say,  there  have  been  very  few  deaths,  in  ihis 
part  at  any  rate,  that  could,  be  attributed  directly  to  it.  Thi>s 
is  due  chiefly  to  two  causes.  A  good  deal  of  help  has  been 
judiciously  distributed  both  by  Government  and  by  private 
individuals,  as  well  as  small  sums  by  the  Mission,  Thie 
second  cause  of  the  comparatively  few  deaths,  in  spite. of 
high  prices  and  scarcity  of  food,  is  the  improved  condition  Of 
the  poorer  classes.  It  has  been  a  matter  of  surprise  to  many 
of  us,  the  way  the  wage  earners  and  the  poor  cultivators  and 
others  of  the  poorer  classes  have  been  able  to  keep  up 
through  these  months  of  acute  famine  and  high  prices. 
Twenty-five  years  ago,  the  death-rate  under  such  conditions 
would  have  been  apj  alling.  The  resources  that  even  the  pooT 
are  able  to  command,  is  an  evidence  that  India  is  certain, iy 
not  growing  poorer,  the  popular  cry  of  discontented  young 
India,  to  the  contrary  noth  withstanding.  -  - 

The  second  thing  that  his  made  this  year  one  apartfrom 
others,  has  been  an  epidemic  of  malarial  fever.  At  the  close 
of  the  monsoons,  the  fever  is  always  to  be  expected.  But 
this  year  it  has  raged  for  about  three  months,  with  a  severity 
not  known  in  years  Pew  have  been  spared.  Rich  and  poor 
alike  ;  city  arjd  village  residents  ;  high  and  low  ;  all.  have 
been  impartially  visited.  But  naturally  the  worst  visitation 
has  been  in  the  village  communities  where  proper  food 
can  scarcely  behad  and  almost  no  medicine.  Whole  house- 
holds were  to  be  seen  all  laid  low  by  the  unsparing  visitor. 
One  was  not  able  so  much  as  to  give  water  to  another.,  I,n 
the  villages  it  often  seemed  as  if  the  village  was  deserted, 
but  on  closer  inspection  the  people  were  seen  lying  dn  their 
string-beds,  on  the  floor,  under  the  trees,  and  even  in  the 
open,  in  the  grip  of  the  fever. 

One  instance  will  serve  as  an  illustration  of  hundreds 
and  thousards  of  cases.  It  was  the  family  of  a  .preacher. 
Both  husband  and  wife  were  old.  With  them  were  three 
motherless  grandchildren.  The  entire  family  was  sick  at 
the  same  time.  They  lived  in  an  out-station.  No  help 
could  be  secured.  One  could  not  help  the  other.  Their 
condition  was  indeed  pitiable  until  help  could  be.  seaith^m. 
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So  general  was  the  sickness  that  tields  were  left  unsowed  5 
harvests  uncut,  and  industries  generally  paralyzed.  Its 
severity  and  long  continuance  has  left  many  vacant  places  in 
the  com m unity. 

But  i7(dications  cf  progr(ss  in  ihe  work  ot  the  Master,  in 
spite  of  those  adverse  conditions,  are  not  wanting.  Even 
famine  and  disease  are  not  unmixed  evils.  Both  have  served 
to  inspire  our  people  with  a  desire  "to  lift  their  eyes  to  the 
hills  whence  Cometh  their  l;elp.  They  are  coming  to  realize 
more  and  more  that  the  Lord  reigns,  and  that  He  is  to  be 
feared  and  served.  Idolatry  has  very  noticeably  lost  its  hold 
on  the  people.  More  shrines  have  been  destroyed,  some  of 
them  old  and  venerated  ones,  than  in  any  previous  year. 
Ihere  has  been  a  martfed  growth  in  our  community  spir- 
itually. Inquirers  have  come  to  us  in  large  numbers  from  all 
castes.  Scores  of  these  from  the  better  classes  of  both  Hin- 
dus and  Mohammedans,  might  have  been  baptized,  had  we 
been  able  to  provide  a  refuge  and  support  for  them  when  they 
should  be  cast  out  and  driven  from  their  homes  and  posses- 
sions. Scores  of  backslidden  Christians  have  been  reclaim- 
ed. 

In  one  cii cuit  a  large  community  of  gardeners  are  in- 
terested and  earnest  listeners.  Som.e  Thakur  landowners  in 
the  same  circuit  are  inquirers  During  bazar  preaching  in 
one  of  the  cii  cults  a  member  of  the  butcher  class,  who  are 
regarded  «n.s  hard  and  fanatical  Mohammedans,  was  moved  to 
tears  by  the  story  of  the  Cross,  and  asked  the  preacher  to 
cjme  to  his  house  and  let  him  hear  more  of  it  This  the 
preacher  was  only  too  glad  to  do,  and  on  arrival  found  the 
whole  family  there  waiting  to  hear  the  message.  The  leaven 
is  doing  its  work.  As  one  of  our  men  with  one  or  two  helpers 
was  returning  one  night  from  a  day  among  the  villages,  they 
passed  by  a  village  in  which  no  one  had  ever  gone  to  preach. 
The  preacher  said  that  as  he  passed  he  was  strangely  im- 
pressed that  he  should  go  into  this  village  also  and  speak  the 
message.  He  obeyed  the  leading,  and  on  reaching  the  place 
was  met  by  the  headman  of  the  leather- workers  and  warmly 
welcomed.  This  man  said,  "  I  have  been  wishing  for  a  long 
time  that  some  one  would  come  and  tell  us  aboutyour  Jesus." 
A  large  company  gathered  and  heard  the  Word  gladly.  'Of 
this  class  there  cvie  thousands  almost  ready  to -  press  into 
the  Kingdom  as  soon  as  tfce  Church  is  ready  tc  receive  and 
nourish  them  Into  spiritual  manhood. 

Village  itinerating  is  full  of  incidents  and  experiences. 
One  is  able  to  get  close  to  the  people  when  campini::  among 
them  and  to  learn  their  needs  and  difficulties  as  is  possible 
in  no  other  way.  We  have  been  able  this  year  to  visit'  and 
held  services  in  nearly  two  hundred  villages.  ^ 
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In.  one. village  thus  visited,  were  a  father  and  son  who 
had  for  tvvo  years  been  "  disciples  but  secretly."  Ti.e  day 
before  my  arrival  they  decided  to  ma're  an  open  confession 
of  faith  and  to  publicly  br.ea'r  all  connection  with  tlieir  old 
ciste.  The  village  teacher  was  called,  and  at  the  noon  hour 
when  all  the  people  w^ere  present,  he  asked  the  teacher  to 
give  him  a  glass  of  water,  of  wliich  he  dranir  and  gave  to  his 
son  He  then  confessed  his  faith  and  the  fact  that  he  had 
been  baptized,  and  tiiat  by  drinking  the  water  from  the  hand 
of  the  Christian  teacher,  he  had  severed  his  connection  with 
Hinduism  and  had  com mitted  himself  to  Chr'st.  He  then 
to-o!?-  his  brass  vessel  and  proceeded  to  draw  from  the  village 
well  lost  they  should  unite  to  prevent  his  drawing  in  the 
f  uuiii  c.  One  thing  followed  an  -ther  in  such  rapid  succession 
that  ilie  people  were  too  surprised  to  prevent  the,  to  them, 
desecration  of  the  well.  He  confessed  Christen  all  occasions. 
A  month  ago  he  went  to  live  with  Him  whom,  nf>t  having  seen, 
he  had  learned  to  love.  His  humble  and  devout  life,  and  his 
testimony  at  death,  have  made  a  deep  impression  in  the 
villige. 

In  one  village  visited,  we  found  that  the  people  nearly  all 
had  lamps  of  mucl,  smeared  with  some  coarse  red  paint, 
stuck  in  their  straw  roofs.  This  is  an  old  superstition  with 
an  idolatrous  origin.  This  mud  is  supposed  to  insure  the 
thatcli  from  lire.  In  the  months  of  April  and  May  when  the 
west  winds  are  so  hot,  who^e  villages  are  consumed  with 
such  frightful  rapidity  that  the  people  can  do  little  more  than 
save  their  lives.  But  after  talking  to  the  women  and  telling 
them  that  these  things  could  not  help  them,  Mrs.  Core  and 
tbe  preacher's  wife  succeeded  in  getting  permission  to  re- 
move all  these  idolatrous  signs.  By  a  strange  coincidence 
within  five  days  the  entire  village  was  consumed.  In  a  land 
where  the  very  air  is  saturated  with  idolatry,  and  where 
every  happening  is  attributed  to  some  deity  or  other,  I  fear- 
ed that  they  would  regard  the  tire  as  the  work  of  one  of  these 
outraged  spirits.  But  to  my  surprise  and  joy  it  was  not  so 
regarded,  but  as  merely  a  commonplace  incident 

In  another  place  as  a  shrine  was  being  broken  up  pre- 
paratory to  administering  baptism  to  the  villagers,  a  Hindu 
came  along  and  frightened  the  people  by  telling  them  that 
the  evil  spirit  whose  shrine  they  were  destroying  would  not 
leave  a  soul  of  them  alive  by  the  end  of  the  year.  The  people 
hesitated,  but  were  re-assured,  and  the  work  of  destruction 
went  on  to  completion.  This  is  a  common  practice  of  on- 
lookers to  play  upon  their  superstitious  fears  and  frighten 
the  ignorant  people  into  retaining  their  shrines  and  idolatrous 
practices.  Not  infrequently,  landowners  threaten  the  people 
that  if  the  shrine,  wdiich  is  the  sign  of  their  degradation,  be

removed,  he  will  take  away  their  lands  and  houses.  Such 
threats  are  all  too  often  fulfilled  too. 

We  were  holding  a  testimony  meeting  in  one  village. 
Among  others  present  was  a  chaukidar,  or  village  night 
watchman  This  man  is  a  loyal  follower  of  Christ  and  loves  lo 
work  for  Him.  Each  week  he  has  to  report  at  his  police  sta- 
tion the  condition  of  his  village,  the  number  of  births,  deaths, 
etc.  Some  twenty  or  more  others  are  thereon  the  same  day 
on  similar  errands.  I  told  this  man  that  this  would  be  a  splen- 
did opportunity  for  him  to  work  for  Christ  among  the  other 
chaukidars.  He  looked  me  in  the  face  and  said  with  great 
earnestness,  "Sahib,  until  I  have  spoken  to  them  of  Christ 
and  His  love  I  have  no  rest."  There  are  about  one  hundred 
or  more  Christian  chaukidars,  and  we  are  trying  to  get  them 
aU  inspired  with  this  same  zeal  for  the  ^jaster. 

Another  incident  illustrates  great  importance  of  care- 
fully following  up  our  work  and  of  instructing  our  people 
in  the  fundamental  truths  of  the  new  faith.  In  an  out  of  the- 
way  place  some  people  had  been  baptized  some  years  ago, 
and  then  after  a  little  further  instruction  had  been  overlook- 
ed and  neglected.  No  missionary  had  ever  been  there. 
The  people  remembered  in  a  way  some  of  the  things  they 
hud  been  taught  years  before,  but  only  in  a  vague  sort  of  a 
way.  And  while  they  had  done  away  with  their  old  deities 
so  far  as  the  names  were  concerned,  we  found  that  they 
were  worshipping  Christ,  but  with  the  same  old  form  and 
ritual  as  they  had  used  in  the  service  of  the  discarded  god. 
They  had  merely  substituted  the  new  name,  but  retained 
practically  the  old  form  and  ritual.  One  is  reminded  of  the 
old  Saxons  who  though  marked  with  the  sign  of  the  cross, 
still  worshipped  'I'hor  and  Woden,  but  under  the  new  names 
of  the  Virgin  Mary,  etc.  This  incident  opened  my  eyes  to 
the  vital  necessity  of  a  careful  organization  of  our  work  and 
of  careful  and  systematic  pastoral  work  and  religious  in- 
struction. 

Sickness  has  interforred  with  the  work  of  the  schools  to 
some  extent.  Both  the  school  for  boys  and  for  girls  are  full 
to  overflowing.  More  than  two  scores  had  to  be  refused 
admittance  into  each  of  the  schools.  These  Mission  board- 
ing-schools are  absolutely  the  only  hope  of  our  poor  Christ- 
ians of  rising  from  the  depressed  condition  of  ages.  All 
Government  schools  are  closed  to  them.  Their  only  hope  is 
the  Mission  school.  Yet  we  are  compelled  to  shut  the  only 
door  to  a  larger  life,  to  scores. 

The  Bishop  Parker  Memorial  High  School  has  suffered 
greatly  in  the  absence  of  the  Headmaster,  N.  Jordan,  M.A., 
while  in  attendance  as  Lay  Delegate  to  the  General  Con- 
ference.    But  the  second  master  developed  unsuspected 
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qualities,  and  so  the  work  went  on.  The  Principal,  Rev.  C. 
E.  Simpson,  writes  as  follows  of  tl  e  school :  — 

"  We  are  glad  to  report  quite  an  increase  in  the  numbers 
in  attendance  in  all  the  higher  classes.  Especially  is  this 
true  among  the  Christian  students.  We  have  this  year  the 
largest  number  of  Christian  boys  in  the  higher  classes  in 
the  history  of  the  school.  Our  Christian  boys  pass  well,  and 
this  accounts  in  part  for  the  increased  attendance.  In  this 
they  outdo  the  non-Christian  students 

This  year  great  efforts  have  been  made  to  win  the  non- 
Christian  students  to  Christ.  This  has  been  hard  and 
delicate  worlr ;  and  though  no  direct  results  have  been 
attained,  still  we  are  confident  that  the  seed  thus  sown  will 
not  be  void  of  results. 

One  permanent  scholarship  has  been  added  to  the  small 
*  endowment  already  secured  and  the  temporary  scholarships 
in  spite  of  the  stringency  in  the  home  land,  have  been  com- 
ing in  well.    For  these  we  are  grateful. 

The  new  boarding-house  for  Christian  boys,  which  we 
began  last  year  to  plan,  has  been  begun.  A  small  piece  of 
land  adjoining  the  new  property  on  which  we  are  building  the 
boarding  quarters  has  been  secured  and  the  small  bungalow 
on  it  has  been  remodeled,  and  has  become  the  Principal's 
residence.  The  cost  of  purchase  was  Rs.  6,500  and  for  re- 
pairs Rs.  2,000  more.  Teachers'  quarters  will  soon  be  com- 
p'eted.  The  foundation  for  some  of  the  buildings  of  the 
boarding-house  have  been  laid,  but  we  are  in  great  need  of 
funds  with  which  to  carry  on  the  work.  However,  we  do  not 
fear.  The  Lord  has  the  money  somewhere,  and  we  are  sure 
He  will  see  to  it  that  His  stewards  will  send  it  to  us  as  the 
need  arises.  We  hope  to  complete  the  main  part  of  the  work 
in  the  coming  year.  " 

Rev.  R  1  Paucett,  preacher  in  charge  of  the  Morad- 
abad  Circuit,  writes  as  follows  of  his  work:  "Our  Christ- 
ian community  has  had  a  very  hard  year  on  account  of  the 
famine  that  is  just  passing,  and  on  account  of  the  epidemic 
of  fever  and  ague  that  followed  the  c!  ose  of  the  rains. 
A mong  the  workers  there  have  been  tim.es  when  almost  all 
of  them  were  down  sick,  or  members  of  their  family  were, 
that  demanded  their  presence.  As  for  the  villages,  where 
often  the  people  are  not  living  in  clean  places  and  get  bad 
water,  the  sickness  has  carried  away  large  numbers. 

We  have  distributed  medicines,  as  far  as  we  could,  to 
assist  them  Notwithstanding  these  hard  times  we  have  had 
a  year  of  good  work  for  the  Master.  The  number  of  new 
converts  is  less  this  year  than  usual,  but  this  is  accounted 
for  bj  the  fact  that  we  have  been  trying  to  care  more 
carefully  for  those  who  have  already  been  baptized.  Spec'al 
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work  has  been  done  iu  all  the  village  and  city  eommu  nities 
with  a  view  to  destroying  the  last  vestige  of  what  may 
pertuin  to  idol-worship.  It  has  been  no  mean  tas'.c  to  attempt, 
and  it  is  a  matter  for  great  rejoicing  that  the  effort  was 
crowned  with  signal  success.  This  was  due  to  much 
prayer,  plain  straightforward  teaching,  together  with  a 
thorough  inspection  of  all  compounds  and  houses  in  which 
our  people  live. 

We  met  with  opposition  often,  but  all  the  work  that  was 
done  was  done  finally  with  the  consent  of  the  people  and  most 
often  with  their  help.  In  some  places  we  tnolr  out  altars 
that  w^ere  nearly  a  hundred  years  old.  It  was  pathetic  to 
see  the  way  they  would  try  to  conceal  these  things  from  the 
destroyers.  Not  always  but  often  we  found  them  covered, 
and  in  one  place  a  woman  was  sitting  on  one  and  caiajly 
nursing  her  child.  In  another  place  we  had  taken  all  out  as 
we  thought,  when  a  little  girl  came  and  whispered  to  me  to 
go  into  a  certain  house  and  look  under  a  box  in  the  corner. 
We  went  and  found  a  secret  altar  which  was  immediately 
removed. 

The  various  things  that  go  to  make  up  the  trappings  of 
a  leader  in  this  idolatrous  worship  were  removed  and  gener- 
ally confiscated  I  have  now  a  lot  of  these  things,  taken 
from  the  leaders,  in  my  house.  In  one  place  we  had  a  hai  d 
time  to  get  all  the  place  clear,  but  finally  when  the  work  was 
done  we  all  went  into  one  of  the  houses  and  the  people  all 
joined  us  in  happy  songs  of  praise  to  God 

These  various  scenes  made  a  lasting  impression  on  the 
workers  and  on  the  people.  It  may  be,  that  we  may  have  to 
do  over  again  some  of  this  w^ork,  but  we  are  keejjing  a  close 
watch,  and  as  yet  very  little  of  all  that  has  been  done  needs 
to  be  done  again.  The  great  thing  is,  that  God  is  getting  a 
victory  among  the  heathen,  and  this  is  a  work  that  must  and 
will  go  on  till  the  end  come,  and  all  idols  shall  have  been 
cast  to  the  moles  and  to  the  bats 

We  need   money   and  men.    Our  field   is  a  large  one.. 
There  is  enough  of  it  ripe  to  keep  twice  our  force  busy.  Join' 
us  in  the  piayer  to  the  Lord  of  the  harvest  that  He  may  send 
move  laborers  that  the  gathering  of  the  ripening  harvest  may 
not  be  delayed." 

Statistics  are  an  imperfect  index  of  the  real  work  done 
in  the  field.  Toe  best  and  most  effective  work  cannot  be 
reduced  to  figures  and  tabulated.  The  long,  hard  dusty 
journeys  ;  the  burning  heat  of  the  summer  endured  for  His 
sake  ;  the  joy  at  seeing  our  people  growing  in  grace  and 
hungering  for  the  bread  of  life  ;  the  sorrow  at  tiie  frequent 
relapses  under  the  stress  of  some  great  fear  or  temptation 
into  old  practices  ;  the  hopes  entertained  of  some  particular-. 
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]y  promising  convert  doomed  to  swift  disappointment;  the 
unfolding  of  beauty,  and  Cliristliaess  where  we  had  every 
rea-on  to  expect  liitle  or  nothing,  — these  and  a  hundred 
other  experiences  make  up  tlie  real  life  and  work  of  the 
missionary  in  the  field. 

Nevertheless  a  few  figures  may  not  be  amiss  in  pointing 
out  the  growth  of  the  work.  We  have  now  a  Ch'ristian 
community  of  nearly  17,000.  More  than  1,200  have  been 
added  by  biptism  this  yeir.  Christians  are  now  found  in 
some  thirty  or  more  villages  where  last  year  there  were 
none.  The  famine  has  affected  and  disorganized  our  work 
to  a  considerable  extent.  Many  of  our  people  who  have  no 
steady  employment  and  no  land  have  w^andered  av/ay  to 
other  parts,  and  our  statistics  show  that  some  two  hundred 
and'iif  ty  are  not  accounted  for.  Then  agairi  the  collections 
for  pastoral  support  have  fallen  off  greatly.  No  collections 
have  been  taken  from  the  people  for  the  past  year.  Pastor- 
al work  has  been  difficult  on  accour  t  both  of  famine  and 
sickness.  The  people  were  so  busy  in  the  all  absorbing 
occupation  of  getting  food  that  they  were  not  easily  found, 
or  when  found  were  not  in  a  mood  to  listen  long  to  pastoral 
instruction.  Schools,  Sunday-schools,  and  Church  services 
have  all  alii^e  suffered. 

This  year  as  never  before  we  have  tried  to  lay  the  burden 
of  winning  the  people  to  Christ  on  the  laity.  More  and  more 
we  must  look  to  them,  and  just  as  rapidly  as  they  develope 
the  strength,  lay  on  them  the  burdens  of  the  work.  India 
is  not  to  be  won  by  the  missionary  nor  yet  by  the  agent, 
paid  from  the  home-land,  but  by  the  people  themselves.  We 
have  not  yet  begun  to  touch  the  rich  mines  of  undeveloped 
resources  lying  all  about  us.  One  of  the  most  important 
features  of  the  work  of  every  missionary  is  to  discover  thes^ 
mines  of  crude  material,  to  dig  it  out,  fashion  it  and  set  it  4o 
work  for  Christ.  The  spirit  of  Swadesism,  which  in  its  best 
form,  seeks  to  lay  stress  on  the  development  of  indigenous 
resources,  is  abroad  in  the  land.  As  a  church  and  mission 
we  need  to  encourage  this  spirit  in  our  work  of  winning 
India  for  Christ  '  r, 


Oudh  District.  ^ 

J.  AV.  RoBJNSON,  Super intt  nden t. At  the  last  session  of 
the  Annual  Conference,  the  two  circuits  of  tJnaO  arid  SafipUfr 
were  added  to  the  Oudh  District,'  enlarging  it  to  some  extent 
in  territory,  and  also  adding,  though  but  slightly,  to  the 
Christian  community.  As  at  present  constituted,  the  district 
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consists  of  ten  large  circuits,  each  of  which  is  in  turn  sub- 
divided into  smaller  circuits  under  the  charge  of  local 
preacliers,  there  being  in  all  about  eighty  centers  from  which 
we  work.  All  of  these  circuits  are  under  the  charge  of  Indian 
preacbers-in  charge  save  the  one  in  Lucknow,  an  English 
congregation  that  is  self-supporting  and  pays  its  own 
pastor. 

During  the  absence  of  the  district  superintendent  on 
official  work  in  America,  G.  C.  Hewes  and  0.  L.  Bare  held 
the  second  quarterlies  of  the  district. 

In  these  circuits  evangelistic  work  is  carried  on  at  all 
seasons  of  the  year,  though  during  the  rains,  when  the  flat 
country  is  flooded  with  water  and  streams  have  no  bridges, 
the  activity  of  the  preachers  is  very  much  restricted.  Within 
the  bounds  of  the  district  nothing  like  a  mass-movement 
has  ever  taken  place.  Indeed,  the  classes  among  whom  the 
mass-movement  in  other  parts  of  the  country  occurred,  are 
few  in  numbers  and  widely  scattered  in  Oudh,  leaving  little 
opportunity  for  such  a  wide-spread  work  as  has  occurred  in 
other  districts.  We  have  made  special  efforts  for  some 
years  to  bring  about  movements  that  would  spread  along 
class  or  family  lines,  but  as  yet  success  in  this  direction 
has  not  been  conspicuous  Each  convert  we  gain  is  a  unit. 
As  a  rule,  he  is  won  in  spite  of  bitter  opposition  from  friends 
and  family,  and  consequently  every  new  Christian  has  t3 
undergo  very  severe  persecution.  But  in  spite  of  this,  pro- 
gress is  being  made. 

For  some  time  the  annual  reports  of  this  district  have 
stated  that  the  year  under  review  has  been  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  district.  The  same  may  be  again  said  this 
year.  We  have  a  larger  Christian  community,  a  larger 
number  of  Sunday-schools  and  attendants,  and  a  larger 
number  of  baptisms  this  year  than  ever  before.  And  this 
in  spite  of  very  unusual  and  perplexing  obstacles.  Last 
year  the  crops  failed  and  it  has  been  a  time  of  bitter  want 
and  famine  in  most  of  our  circuits.  As  a  rule,  at  such  times 
the  people  scatter  in  search  of  employment  and  food,  and 
our  communities  are  depleted.  This  year  we  did  what  we 
could  to  secure  help  from  America,  and  with  what  came 
and  with  the  help  that  Government  gave  to  all  the  people, 
we  were  able  to  hold  our  people  fairly  well  together,  and 
our  loss  in  membership  from  this  year's  famine,  severe  as 
it  was,  has  not  been  as  great  as  in  preceding  periods  of  like 
stress. 

The  very  scattered  condition  of  our  Christians,  in  most 
places  but  a  few  in  a  village,  makes  it  very  difficult  for  them 
to  be  reached  and  regularly  taught.  Our  preachers  are  on 
the  go  all  the  time,  and  yet  if  they  walk  long  distances  every 
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day  and  visit  many  villages,  it  would  yet  often  be  weeks 
before  they  could  visit  in  turn  all  their  people.  But  we  are 
trying  to  teach  and  indoctrinate  our  converts,  and  progress 
is  being  made.  Revival  meetings  have  been  held  in  many 
places,  and  especially  in  connection  with  the  District  Con- 
ference and  Dasahra  meetings  our  people  received  great 
olessing.  At  the  time  of  writing  this  report  all  over  the 
district  a  special  effort  is  being  made,  and  special  services 
are  being  held  in  many  centers  Reports  already  in  show 
that  the  spirit  of  repentance  and  consecration  is  present. 

Our  statistics  this  year  show  that  we  had  four  hundred 
and  seventy-four  baptisms,  that  one  hundred  and  eleven  of 
•our  people  passed  on  to  join  the  church  triumphant,  and 
that  we  now  have  a  Christian  community  of  three  thousand 
two  hundred  and  seven.  There  are  in  the  district  ten 
senior  and  one  junior  leagues,  with  tive  hundred  aiid  thirty- 
four  members.  There  are  one  hundred  and  eighty-four  Sun- 
day-schools, most  of  them  held  under  trees,  with  an  attend- 
ance registered  of  nine  thousand  six  hundred  and  thirty- 
three  The  educational  part  of  our  work  consists  of  twenty- 
nine  different  schools,  ranging  from  the  two  splendid  colleges 
in  Lucknow  down  to  the  small  gathering  of  village  children 
in  the  worker's  house.  It  is  hard  to  over-estimate  the  import- 
ance to  our  worii:  of  the  inliuence  that  is  being  exerted  in 
these  twenty-nine  schools  upon  the  one  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  seven  young  people  there  being  taught.  Young 
men  and  young  v/omen,  well  equipped,  are  coming  from 
them  and  entering  our  work  in  ever-increasing  numberSj 
and  all  about  us  are  springing  up  Christian  homes  in  which 
educated  men  and  women  are  giving  an  example  to  the 
people  about  them  of  what  Christ  can  do  for  the  famil/  life 
of  a  people. 

While  the  evangelistic  work  of  the  district  is  important, 
and  is  being  pressed  as  much  as  our  limited  resources  in 
men  and  means  will  allow,  it  is  the  institutions  of  the  church 
within  the  district  that  really  absorb  the  time  and  energy 
of  the  raiss'onary  body  These  consist  of  two  colleges,  two 
high  schools,  and  seven'  lower  grade  schools,  a  Home  for 
homeless  women,  a  Deaconess  home,  two  Normal  schools 
and  one  Business-training  school,  and  a  publishing  house, 
all  in  Luckno w,  and  two  i;)oarding-schools  in  Sitapur,  and 
with  the  English-speaking  churches  at  Lucknow^  and  Sita- 
pur occupy  the  entire  strength  of  the  missionaries  of  tiie 
district.  Attention  is  again  called  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
entire  district  there  is  not  a  single  man  or  woman  mission- 
ary who  can  give  more  than  a  fraction  of  his  time  to  evan- 
gelistic work.  In  Sitapur,  Rev,  G.  C.  Hewes  is  chaplain  of 
the  British  troops  and  through  this  secures  money  for  the 
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support  of  a  good  part  of  our  evangelistic  work  in  that  sta- 
tion. The  Lucknow  English  Church  has  had  a  splendid 
year  under  the  pastorate  of  E.  Stanley  Jones,  and  conver- 
sions are  continually  occurring,  while  the  congregations 
have  been  built  up. 

Institutions. 

Last  year  the  Methodist  Publishing  House,  Lucknow 
put  out  a  total  of  about  sixteen  million  8vc)  pages  of  religious 
literature,  at  an  expense  of  Rs  26,772,  of  which  about 
Rs.  20,000  was  furnished  by  the  press  itself  through  income 
earned  by  commercial  work.  In  a  proper  pushing  of  our 
work  there  is  urgent  need  for  many  times  the  amount  of 
religious  literature  we  are  now  able  to  put  out,  and  an  effort 
is  being  made  to  secure  endowment  that  in  time  will  enable 
the  publishing  house  to  devote  all  its  energies  to  this  special 
w^ork  instead  of,  as  now,  using  most  of  his  time  and  capacity 
in  earning  money  to  do  the  religious  work.  During  the  year 
that  is  passed,  in  furtherance  of  the  attempt  to  increase  the 
endowment,  three  houses  have  been  built  which  will  be  rent- 
ed for  this  purpose.  On  this  property,  worth  about  thirty 
thousand  rupees,  there  exists  a  debt  of  about  twelve  thou- 
sand rupees.  The  book  department  and  the  printing  depart- 
ment have  both  had  a  good  year,  perhaps  the  best  in  the 
history  of  the  press. 

The  woman's  work  is  reported  at  length  in  the  Annual 
Minutes  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  this 
Conference.  It  is  only  necessary  to  state  that  the  Deaconess 
Home,  as  usual,  has  been  the  centre  of  intense  activity  in  a 
number  of  lines.  Prom  it  is  conducted  the  zanana  worir,  the 
work  among  the  English-speaking  people,  the  work  of  the 
Home  for  homeless  women,  and  many  other  forms  of  Christ- 
ian service. 

The  Isabella  Thoburn  College  and  the  High  School  con- 
nected therewith,  have  had  a  successful  year.  The  accommo- 
dations for  students  in  all  departments  has  been  filled  full, 
and  there  is  urgent  need  of  enlarged  accommodations.  Tde 
proposed  non-Ch  ristian  hostel  has  been  anticipated  by  taking 
in  a  number  of  Hindu  and  Mohammedan  students  this  year, 
and  in  every  case  the  effect  upon  them  has  been  for  good. 
This  college  and  high  school,  with  the  Normal  department, 
are  most  important  factors  in  the  work  of  all  our  Upper  India 
missions,  as  they  furnish  almost  all  the  teachers  for  the 
smaller  mission  schools,  and  also  for  many  Government  and 
private  schools. 

The  girls'  school  in  Sitapur  has  this  year  reached  the 
highest  number  on  enrolment,  and  now  has  over  a  hundred 
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boarders.  In  tuilional  results,  and  in  the  spiritual  life  of 
the  students,  it  has  also  been  at  its  best.  It  tills  a  mosc 
important  place  in  the  educational  life  of  the  Christian  com- 
munity in  this  district  Tne  boys'  school  at  Sitapur  labours 
with  the  inconvenience  of  crowded  quarters.  A  new  school 
building  is  planned  and  an  effort  made  to  carry  the  plan  to 
completion.  The  educational  results  and  spiritual  and  moral 
condition  of  the  school  have  been  good  this  year,  though 
the  famine  has  made  it  exceedingly  difficult  to  finance  the 
institution. 

Of  the  Roid  Christian  College,  the  Principal  reports  as 
follows  :  "The  enrolment  in  the  college  and  the  affiliated 
departments  and  schools,  exceeds  anything  we  have  had  for 
years,  being  larger  by  more  than  a  hundred  what  it  was  last 
year.  In  the  department  of  Liberal  Arts  the  attendance  has 
increased  twenty  per  cent  the  past  year.  The  school  year 
has  been  marked  by  three  events,  the  equipment  of  labora- 
tories for  teaching  chemistry,  physics  and  biology  up  to  the 
B.Sc  degree  ;  the  completion  of  the  splendid  new  hostel 
of  sixty  rooms,  made  possible  by  the  bequest  of  Mrs.  Zerilda 
A.  Coxe,  supplemented  by  the  dandsome  building  grant  of 
Rs.  25,000  from  Government ;  and  the  opening  of  the  Normal 
department  and  its  recognition  and  patronage  by  Govern- 
ment. By  means  of  this  patronage  a  well  equipped  depart- 
ment has  been  provided  in  the  college,  normal  classes  for 
graduates  and  under  graduates  in  commercial  subjects  have 
been  organized  to  prepare  students  to  leach  commercial 
subjects  in  Government  and  aided  schools.  With  the  help  of 
this  same  patronage  the  Department  and  Commercial  Educa- 
tion in  the  college  has  undertaken  to  reduce  the  Urdu 
language  to  a  system  of  shorthand  Commendable  progress 
has  been  made,  and  the  Government  has  sent  in  twenty  in- 
spectors of  police,  who  have  been  organized  into  a  class  and 
are  being  taught  the  Urdu  system  of  shorthand.  This 
is  really  a  new  thing  under  the  sun. 

"  Never  have  we  seen  students,  Hindu,  Mohammedan 
and.  Christian  alike,  more  eager  and  more  attentive  in 
listening  to  the  teachin<,^  of  our  Bible.  There  have  been 
several  requests  for  Bibles.  A  number  are  also  earnest 
inquirers. 

"Oar  great  need  is  funds  to  build  up  the  college  at 
every  point  and  make  it  more  efficient.  It  must  be  made,  as 
it  was  designed,  a  mighty  power  in  this  land  for  leading  the 
young  meti  of  India  into  the  light  and  liberty  of  Jesus  Christ, 
A  hundred  thousand  dollars  for  this  purpose  should  be  at 
hand  immediately." 
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G.  H  Prey,  Superintendent.— One  more  year  has  passed 
in  working  for  the  Lord.  In  the  beginning  our  hearts  were 
overshadowed  with  dark  clouds  of  grief  and  agony,  but, 
than  Us  to  Heaven,  "the  comfort  came  from  above." 

At  the  opening  of  the  year,  small- pox  prevented  us  from 
working  very  hard  ;  in  July,  malaria  appeared  and  did  not 
leave  the  workers  for  two  or  three  months  ;  side  by  side 
with  these  plaj^ues,  famine  infested  the  country.  But  thank 
God,  for  He  has  fed  and  preserved  each  of  us  to  work  for 
Bim  The  total  number  of  Christians  in  our  district  is  8,488  ; 
all  of  them  were  Hindus  and  of  the  same  casle  These 
Christians  live  in  1,060  villages  and  mohuilas.  The  Hindus 
and  the  Mohammedans  have  a  great  influence  over  these 
people,  for  they  receive  their  support  and  employment  from 
them.  A  greater  portion  of  their  time  is  spent  in  the  service 
of  the  heathen.  It  is  with  great  difticuliy  tliey  get  leave  to 
attend  the  meetings.  Yet  these  people  are  gradually  learn- 
ing the  Christian  teaching. 

In  our  district  other  doors  have  opened,  which  re- 
mained closed  for  a  long  time  on  account  of  our  small  num- 
bers. There  are  some  tanner  families  ready  for  baptism,  of 
which  a  few  have  been  already  baptized.  In  the  Rampore 
State  there  are  some  families,  who  are  willing  to  be  baptized, 
but  at  present  they  are  ashamed  to  be  called  Christians. 
As  soon  as  this  block  is  removed,  we  shall  with  great  pleasure 
bapti/.e  them. 

There  are  some  tanner  families  who  are  willing  to  be 
baptized,  bub  are  afraid  oi:  the  Mohammedans,  lest  they  b3 
killed  for  accepting  Christ. 

There  have  been  667  baptisms  in  our  district  from  al' 
castes.  These  people  are  not  supported  by  the  Mission,  but 
are  doing  their  old  work.  Our  workers  ai  e  nearly  all  fron. 
one  caste.  At  home  they  are  not  strong  enough  to  go  to  the 
high  caste  people  In  Haheri  the  preacher  could  not  get  a 
house  to  live  in,  but  this  year  we  have  b^ilt  a  house  and  a  well 
for  him.  This  will  relieve  the  workers  of  the  present  difticui- 
ty ;  moreover,  they  shall  be  able  to  preach  the  gospel  lo 
others  without  any  hindrance.  It  is  a  great  obstacle  to  the 
work  if  the  worker  lives  among  the  people— sweepers — from 
whom  he  has  been  baptized, 

We  are  very  thankful  for  the  i<indness  shown  by  Mrs. 
Wilson  to  the  Baheri  people,  by  giving  them  Ks.  80  for  a 
church.    It  will  be  ready  for  use  after  a  few  days. 

As  the  Kaiikab  is  sold  for  such  a  low  price,  our  workers 
are  subscribing  to  it.  The  paper  has  given  them  great 
help  ;  they  have  learnt  many  new  and  interesting  things. 
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Sometimes  they  read  it  to  their  fellow-villagers  and  tell  them 
wha*^  is  going  on  in  the  world. 

The  village  Christians  are  beginning  to  take  pleasure  in 
acquiring  the  Roman-Urdu.  Not  only  are  the  men  trying  hard 
to  gain  knowledge,  but  the  women  also.  Fifteen  new  girls  of 
our  wor'.jers  have  been  sent  to  the  Bareilly  Orphanage. 
There  is  a  school  in  Fatehganj  West,  where  the  married  men, 
fond  of  learning,  are  trained  to  go  out  in  the  villages  lo  preach 
and  teacli  their  own  people.  This  year  two  young  men  have 
been  sent  out,  their  places  will  be  ttken  up  by  some  others. 

AW  our  workers  know  io  is  their  duty  to  send  their  chil- 
dren to  school.  Our  teachers  teach  1,123  boys  daily.  We 
have  thirty  young  men  who  li  id  a  love  only  for  secular  educa- 
tion, but  now  they  read  their  Bibies  both  morning  and  even- 
ing, and  try  to  give  a  greater  part  of  their  time  to  reading. 
Tuey  are  not  looi^ing  to  the  Society  for  help,  but  are  teaching 
some  children  of  their  own  accord,  thinking  it  a  service  for 
the  Lord.  There  are  thirty-five  Christian  students  in  our 
day-school,  of  these  twenty-two  are  boarders,  children  of  the 
village  Christians.  The  light  of  modern  civilization  has  en- 
couraged them  to  send  their  children  to  other  places  for 
acquiring  knowledge.  Some  time  ago  we  had  only  seven  ;  we 
tried  again  and  again  totcet  more,  but  failed, 

J n  the  year  of  the  Jubilee  our  workers  received  light 
from  Heaven  ;  this  year  through  them  all  the  circuits  were  on 
fire.  In  Rampnre  State  one  family  w-as  brought  and  baptized 
in  the  name  of  Christ.  No  sooner  was  he  baptized  than  a 
sickness  broke  out  in  his  family.  His  relatives  told  him 
that  the  cause  of  all  these  troubles  was  his  lea,ving  the  gods. 
They  advised  him  to  worship  his  old  gods  and  goddesses. 
The  man  did  not  accept  their  advice.  Although  all  the  mem- 
bers of  his  family,  bis  wife  and  children,  died,  yet  he  did  not 
give  up  Christ,  and  is  still  firm  in  Him.  Many  families  have 
been  baptized,  who  have  been  faithful  when  temptations 
came  lo  them. 

In  Sirauli  the  people  were  wonderfully  blessed  at  the 
time  of  the  Revival.  All  those  who  were  on  bad  terms  with 
each  other  for  a  long  time  got  up  in  their  places,  went  to 
their  enemies,  wept,  and  asked  them  for  pardon.  This  was 
a  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  which  has  burnt  all  that  was 
bad  and  impure  in  their  hearts. 

We,  the  servants  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  are  thankful 
to  Him  for  kindly  giving  us  Bishop  F.  W.  Warne.  His 
preaching  not  only  helped  a  few  but  all  the  Christians  receiv- 
ed a  great  blessing  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  One  of  the  village 
Christians  confessed  that  he  was  baptized  twenty  years  ago 
and  always  said  his  prayers  on  the  beads  to  his  gods.  But 
his  year  he  received  a  new  birth  and  the  Holy  Spirit. 
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.The  preachers-in-charg  tell  us  that  the  question  of  teoh 
perauce  is  talked  of  in  every  family.  Some  women,  on  Und^ 
ing  their  husbands  using  intoxicants,  instruct  them  to  give 
up  the  bad  habit.  In  some  families  the  husbands  have  to 
give  a  detailed  account  of  everything  they  bring  from  the 
piarket. 

This  is  how  the  men  are  taught  to  give  up  drinking.  In 
every  circuit  the  people  are  taught  to  become  total  ab- 
stainers. 

This  has  been  a  wonderful  year  for  us.  Not  only  the 
preachers,  but  the  Christians  in  general  have  made  great 
progress  in  Christian  experience.  In  the  District  Confer- 
ence the  workers  realizing  their  needs,  made  special  prepar- 
ation for  the  November  Revival  meetings. 

We  have  concluded  from  the  testimonies  given  that  each 
of  the  workers  has  made  some  preparation,  so  that  the  light 
may  spread  to  every  house  in  the  village.
